REALLY “OF THE CUFF’? dba 
There’s bad new for men in the publication “Off The 


Cuff” put out by the Men’s Clothing Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of Ontario. . . . The cost of men’s clothing is 
scheduled to go up between $2.50 and $5.00 per suit this 
coming fall. 

The reasons for this expected increase are contained 
in the following article contained in “On The Cuff”: 

“Devaluation of the Canadian dollar combined with 
a five-cents-an-hour across-the-board labor increase 1s 
forcing up the price of men’s clothing, according to Tom 
Aplin, Executiye Director of the Men’s Clothing Manu- 
facturers Association of Ontario. 

“The increase, it is expected, will generally be in ef- 
fect this fall and will amount to between $2.50 and $6.00 
per suit, sport Jacket and slacks outfit, and top coat at the 
retail level. 

“News of the impending increase will come as little 
surprise to most men’s clothing retailers since in many 
cases they had already been advised by manufacturers’ 
sales representatives or in letters from their suppliers. 

“Mr, Aplin said an increase became unavoidable fol- 


lowing— ; 

* the second half of the 1242-cent an hour wage 
package becoming effective uly 1; 

* new fringe benefits for labor becoming effective 
July 1; 

* the government's new budget which saw the pound 
sterling go up in value as the Canadian dollar came 
down.”

MILITARY VICTORY POSSIBLE 
BY DRUGGING ENTIRE NATION ; 

Top-secret research to produce a drug which can be 
spread over an entire population by military means to 
put them in a dream state for 20 or 30 hours while the 
nation is disarmed and its strategic strongholds occup- 
pied is envisaged by a distinguished Danish pharmacolo- 
gist, Dr, Brik Jacobsen of the Medicinalco Research Lab- 
oratory, Copenhagen. 

Writing in the summer issue of ADDICTIONS, pub- 
lished by the Alcoholism and Drug Addiction Research 
Foundation of Ontario, Dr. Jacobsen says that such psy- 
chotropie drugs as LSD 25 (lysergie acid dietylamide) 
have been seriously proposed for use as war gases. All 
reports on such matters belong to top-secret files of gov- 
ernment institutions, but some hints have leaked out. 

“For example, LSD 25, a compound that in minute 
does produces the most pronounced symptoms, could be 
spread by explosive shells, dust distribution, or other 
means over an area occupied by an enemy army Or a 
group of rebels,” writes Dr. Jacobsen. “Por the first 15 
to 30 minutes after the inhalation of this tasteless and 
odourless substance the victims would notice nothing. 
Then the exposed people would feel some disagreeable, 
though not alarming, symptoms—nausea, cold shivers al- 
ternating with heat flushes, excessive urine production 
and other signs of a disturbed function of the so-called 
vegetative neryous system. After another half to one 
hour, these symptoms would disappear and an incessant 
stream of usually quite pleasant dreams would begin. 

“While the population and its soldiers were occu- 
pied by these brilliant, beautiful and fantastic, and as a 
whole far from disagreeable hallucinations, they would 
be disarmed and their strategic strongholds occupied. 
When they sobered up after 20 to 30 hours—without 
hangover—they would be just as useful as before in a per- 
fectly intact production apparatus.” 

Dr. Jacobsen observes that such a science-fiction 
possibility must be extremely tempting for a state fear- 
ing internal or external enemies, “and doubtless much 
secret work is still going on in government laboratories 
with the object of exploiting the strategic possibilities 
of this or other substances with similar effects”, He 
admits that there are many technical difficulties in 
achieving this weapon, but suggests that the world may 
be within range of such a “psycho-pharmacological war- 
fare’’ technique.

A {ot of interesting stories are sometimes told at 
ceremonies commemorating historical sites In Victoria 
County. One such ceremony was held near the junction 
of Highway 46 and the county road leading to Game- 
bridge on ‘Tuesday morning and it produced a few inter- 
esting sidelights on the history of the area,

One of those was recounted by Reeve John Alton 

(Eldon) in whose township the ceremony was held to com- 


memorate the Portage Road, a route believed to have been 
taken by Champlain in September 1615 when he made his 
way through to the Kawartha Lakes region. It concern- 
ed one Biddy Young whose name is perpetuated in the 
minds of district residents by the legends which sur- 
round her as a result of once having kept a hotel near 
where the historic plaque was erected, It seems, accord- 
ing to Mr, Alton, that Biddy was really quite a “biddy”... 
She had frequent engagements with the law and one oc- 
casion, having been arrested, was on trial when she 
sassed the judge. Mr. Alton’s version of the incident is 
to the effect that Biddy, being riled when the judge re- 
marked that she had enough brass in her face to make 
a kettle, replied: “Yes, and you have enough sap in your 


head to fill it!”

Following the ceremony and while talking with 
friends at another point along the route, the Biddy Young 
anecdote was recalled and another version was heard. 
This friend said he understood it differently. According 
to him, Biddy had hid out in the hayfield one wet night 
after she learned that her arrest was imminent. She 
wasn't found until around midnight, after which she was 
taken to Woodville and thrown in jail, Taken to Lind- 
hearing, the crown attorney of the day. allegedly was giv- 
ing her quite a rough time. And it was the crown af- 
torney, not the judge who observed that Biddy had a 
fair amount of brass in her makeup. Upon this Biddy re- 
torted, as mentioned earlier in this account of the affair, 
and her sharp wit regaled the court with laughter much 
to the annoyance of the crown attorney who sat down and 
looked’ glum. ‘his version of the episode also goes 
further in that it claims the charge against Biddy was 
dismissed and she turned around and brought action for 


false arrest, winning her case,

Take a tip from the Scandi- 
navians - - and take the mak- 
ings for meal-size, open face 
sandwiches on your next 
outing, or serve them the next 
time you entertain. 

“The combination of bread, 
butter and some third element 
which may be greatly varied, 
constitutes a harmony of 
flavours. The gift of finding 
the proper proportions in 
which to combine them, is the 
art of open sandwiches.” This 
is how the Danish describe 
their internationally famous 
flair for creating a sandwich 
masterpiece. And, their ex- 
perience can be your guide in 
copying this food preparation 
know-how. Here’s how they 
go about it. 

First, The Bread. Sliced’ not 
too thickly, and not too thinly, 
the bread for the base of the 
sandwich may be chosen from 
a variety of kinds. Crusty 
French sticks, coarse whole 
wheats, chewy ryes, as well as 
snowy white rolls and Vienna 
loaves may be among the bread 
collection. Canadians are for- 
tunate that they, too, have a 
choice of breads and rolls — 
all ably suited to hold the fill- 
ings chosen to grace them, 
Then, the butter. Pure, 
fresh butter being a source of 
native pride in Denmark, the 
experts suggest that it should 
“be so cold that it is just 
possible to spread on the 
bread - - giving a nice smooth 
surface which also covers the 
crust.” There should be plenty 
of this basic spread, but 
never, they say, should the 
butter be so thick that it sub- 
merges the flavour of the 
bread or the filling. 

Lard, too, is often used in 
Denmark as a base for open 
sandwiches. It is usually made 
by frying thin slices of fat 
pork or bacon -with onion 
slices and thyme, and Straining|

If you crave just one definite 
rule, our Danish Sandwich 
Book quotes it as this: 

“The good open sandwich 
must be prepared with love. 
And not with such a platonic, 
humanitarian love as that from 
which we must suppose we all 
suffer. With a Love in love 
with the matter in hand.” 


Perhaps a description of 
some Danish specialties will 
help you get started, as you 
plan and prepare your first 
Scandinavian picnic meal. Try 
some of these; 


Sausage Sandwiches — the 
most common of which is 
Salami. This is often sliced 
thinly (but not too thinly!) and 
piled high on white bread, 
with a bit of chives sprinkled 
over it. Other sausages - 
bologna, saveloy, or pressed  - 
may be served over a layer of 
meat jelly on bread spread 
with lard. 

A piece with Shrimps — the 
most popular of all Danish 
sandwiches — made by ar- 
ranging shrimps in neat rows 
on the buttered bread, “letting 
each Shrimp cuddle up to the 
next,” or by piling the shrimps 
sumptuously in a pyramid. No 
spices are called for, and it 
is suggested that even the 
lettuce he placed beside the 
shrimps, so as not to domin- 
ate, but rather to underscore 
their delicate aroma and 
flavour.

MARK OFF THE SWIMMING AREA, PLEASE!

MORE PATROLMEN OR LESS SPEED? 

On Saturday evening a classic example of hair-brain 
driving was witnessed on the Trans-Canada highway out- 
side of Lindsay. A conyertible with two people aboard 
went roaring along the highway at a speed which couldn't 
be regarded as safe on any travelled road. It was fol- 
Jowed closely by another vehicle — a station wagon type— 
with only the driver aboard. They were obviously in 
some kind of a contest (could have been a race) and it was 
also apparent that here were two vehicles with more 
power under the bonnet than the drivers knew how to 
use safely. 

Seeing this naturally recalled the remarks of Premier 
Frost made at the opening of the Driver Training Centre 
in Lindsay when he suggested too much emphasis was 
being placed on “power and speed” in advertisments spon- 
sored by the makers of motor vehicles. Most peeple 
will probably agree that this is true—A lesser number 
have recognized for some time that the surest way to 
put a damper on the misuse of motive power is to govern 
it and enforce the use of governors on motor car engines. 

Speed and power may have their place but for the 
time heing should be restricted to the race track where 
only those skilled in driving at high speeds undertake to 
risk their necks. ‘There is no place for it on today’s con- 
gested highways. 


EMPHASIS MISPLACED... 

Motor car manufacturers may, in their wisdom, wish 
to have their various advertising agencies take under ad- 
visement some remarks made at Lindsay on Thursday by 
Prime Minister Leslie M. Frost of Ontario. 

Mr. Frost was addressing an assembly of people 
gathered in the Royal Canadian Legion Hall on the occas- 
jon of the official opening, of the driver examination 
centre at Lindsay. The prime minister suggested that 
advertisements sponsored by the makers of automobiles 
were placing the emphasis on what he considered the 
wrong things—power and speed. He intimated that this 
tended to make potential owners of these vehicles con- 
cerned with those factors to the detriment of highway 
safety. 

We have all become aware of the tremendous pow- 
er and speed today’s motor vehicles possess and there’ has 
developed something of a competition among car buyers to 
get something faster and more powerful—a something 
for which they have no real need. 

Mr. Frost had one piece of good advice for all who 
use Ontario's roads: be more concerned about motoring 
behaviour—good driving conduct—than with power and 
speed. Heeded, it would probably contribute more than 
anything else to highway safety. Will YOU act on it? 


THIS MUCH IS CERTAIN.... 

War—the possibility of a full-blown nuclear war 
developing as a result of the Berlin situation—is causing 
concern among many people, people right here in Lind- 
say. They don’t like the prospect in the least and one 
can hardly blame them when the frightful consequences 
of such an action are considered. Most people we have 
falked with are not convinced that thoughtful world 
leaders would risk the peril which would accompany such 
a war. They prefer to believe’ that sanity will prevail and 
that war will be avoided. However, there is also an und- 
erlying feeling that the type of sabre-rattling which is 
going on at the present time could lead to open conflict. 

Dealing strictly with the threat of war as it applies 
at the local level, it is significant that this area is without 
an effective civil defense organization. This seems 
foolhardy in an era when the threat of war is ever-pres- 
ent. Perhaps if we scrape through the Berlin crisis 
without war, our local leaders will do something con- 
crete about civil defence just in case one of those days 
the real thing comes along. If and when this leadership 
is shown, it will warrant the co-operative support of area 
residents if civil defence is to be an effective effort. 


A TOUGH ROAD TO HOE.... 

According to press reports, Lindsay is going to ex- 
press opposition to the discontinuation of rail service 
between Lindsay and Toronto. Those who are close to 
the railway scene have no hesitation in saying that this 
opposition will be of a “token” nature. They base their 
belief on the fact that passenger service between Lindsay 
and Toronto is a losing (non-profitable) operation because 
too many people own private means of transportation 
to be bothered conforming to scheduled railway trans- 
portation for short trips—They can go to Toronto or in- 
termediate points at times to suit their own conyenience 
and have transportation to adjacent centres at their per- 
sonal command. 

An effective petition to have passenger service re- 
stored between Lindsay and Toronto may come when 
people become tired of “bucking” increasingly heavy 
highway traffic.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ONTARIO’S TRANSPORT MINISTER 
AND ALL OTHER CANADIAN HIGHWAY AUTHORITIES 
Dear Sirs: 

Highway tragedies are so commonplace that reports 
of traffic deaths arouse little public interest. But all 
Canadians must have been shocked to hear of the accident 
on Highway 400, near Aurora, on the night of Saturday, 
July 15th. 

~ A convertible driving north on the wrong side of the 
divided highway collided head-on with another vehicle. 
Five people died instantaneously. The speedometer of 
the wrecked convertible was jammed at 98 m.p.h, 

Unfortunately, instances of cars getting on the wrong 
side of a super highway are not vare. When this happens 
the chances are great that a major smash-up will follow. 

A case that has always remained in my mind oceur- 
red on the Q.B., afew years ago. A. US. couple with their 
two children were driving home at night after a holiday / 
in Ontario when they were faced by an oncoming car on 
the wrong side of the highway. In avoiding a head-on 
collision the U.S, driver crashed into a truck. ‘The wrong: 
way driver who had caused the accident crossed the 
boulevard, drove away and was never identified. When 
the two children came out of hospital they found they 
were orphans. 

It is difficult to make the mistake of driving on to 
the wrong side of an expressway; especially during day- 
light. This leads me to the conclusion that many of the 
drivers who get into this situation must be in an abnormal 
state, More bluntly, I expect that many of them must be 
to some extent intoxicated. 

Exits from expressways are protected from wrong- 
way entry by standard “No Entry” or "No left Turn” 
signs. A driver who is befuddled by drink, or excessive 
fatigue, could easily fail to notice such signs. Their signif- 
icance has to some extent become diluted by familianty. 
Similar signs are used to direct crawling traffic on parking 
lots, to mark driveway exits, ete. 

Is there not a good case for producing a special 
sign—preferably pictorial, and reflectorized—to guard 
the wrong-way entrances to expressways, and to warn 
anyone entering by mistake that they are in deadly dang- 
er. I believe there is real need for a special “high danger” 
warning to be used in appropriate situations. Ideally, 
such a sign should be standardized, and’ recognized all 
across North America, But perhaps Ontario should take 
the lead in creating a provinsional sign until standariza- 
tion has been achieved. In this province we have a spec- 
jal situation: an increasing mileage of divided highways, 
often accessible from sideroads, used by visitors and 
other provinces who have little or no experience of driv- 
ing on divided expressways.

WATCH THAT POWER MOWER! 

Is your power mower going to save you work this 
summer or relieve you of a few toes or fingers? Will 
it give extra leisure or a hole in the head from a hidden 
piece of debris in the grass? . 

Don’t count on it that you’re a normally cautious in- 
dividual..... you just need to slip once with this machine 
to do irreparable damage, and the variety of grisly in- 
Juries it can cause is infinite. 

Amputation, sprains, electrocution and death from 
hurled objects have been steadily on the increase as pow- 
er mowers have come into widespread use. Yet the 
machine itself needn’t be a menace—it simply has to be 
treated with utmost respect. Here are some survival 
rules offered by the Ontario Safety League to power 
mower users: 

1. Rake and inspect your lawn before mowing, and 
clear away sticks, stones, wire and other debris. A mow- 
er can throw objects with the force of a bullet. 

2. Disconnect the sparkplug wire or electrical plug 
when refueling, or working on the underside of the mow- 
er. If you don’t known how, learn! 

3. Never fill the tank while the engine is hot or 
still running. 

4 Stop the motor whenever you leave the mower, 
and it should be obyious—when clearing objects from the 
blades. Disregard of this rule has already cost a lot of 
fingers. 

5. Wear heavy shoes, and cut sideways on hills. 

6. Never let children operate mowers and insist 
they stay well away while mowing is in progress. 

7. Never use an electric mower during rain, or 
when grass is wet. 

8. Have mower inspected yearly and maintained in 
good repair by a reliable serviceman. 

If you want your mower to work for, rather than 
against you, these rules are of vital importance.

A MATTER OF OPINION 

Utility, or beauty? ‘This is one of the oldest ques- 
tions in the history of mankind. Every day, someone 
has to strike a balance between the usefulness of an 
article and its aesthetic value. 

No one could deny modern subdivisions serve a vital 
role, but whether they are things of beauty which will 
provide everlasting joy is open to question, Motor vehi- 
cles, too, clutter our towns and cities, yet without them 
our economy would come virtually to a standstill, There 
are countless other examples. 

This question cannot be evaded, even by organiza- 
tions dedicated to utility. In this group is Ontario Hydro. 

It is possible that many people do not recognize the ef- 
forts Hydro has made in balancing the scale. On one 
side it provides electricity, which involves plant and pow- 
er lines sprinkled across the landscape. On the other, it 
does everything possible to make sure these do not in- 
terfere with nature, 

Levels of certain lakes, for example, have been regu- 
lated to conserve fish. At one generating station a ramp 
was installed to preyent deer drowning should they fall 
into the canal. Since 1932 about 1,600,000 trees have 
been planted by Hydro property. 

But at this time of year, when the countryside looks

its best, Hydro has a recurring problem: to keep its power 
lines free of interference from trees and high brush and 
at the same time preserve the natural appearance of the 
neighborhood. 

To accomplish this, Hydro uses a chemical herbicide 
which kills small brush. 

The Chemicals are harmless to wildlife. A day old 
chick would have to eat a ton of grass sprayed with the 
herbicide before it would even get sick. Thousands of peo- 
ple in Ontario use similar herbicides to rid their lawns of 
weeds, 

Hydro has chosen the most economical method of 
clearing its right-of-way. Its foresters estimate it would 
cost four times as much to cut, and cutting is an annual 
problem. On average, spraying is only necessary every 
three years. 

Spraying does not destroy the beauty of the country- 
side for long. Flowers and low-growing pants quickly 
return, Grass. isn’t affected. The after-effect presents 
the pleasing appearance of meadowland. 

Clearance, paradoxically, eventually enhances the 
mantle of nature. The rights-of-way offer a vast tonnage 
of varied forage for animals, and low-growing foliage 
supports an insect population which in turn provides food 
for birds and wildlife. An important side effect is that 
they provide fire breaks in our forests. 

The natural heritage of the people of Ontario is vital. 
So is electricity. Hydro, with its motto; “The gifts of 
nature are for the people’, is doing its best to even the 
balance between the two, —Ontario Hydro. 
HANDY TOOL FOR SWEEPING UP RUBBISH 

The problem is sweeping up rubbish which is too un- 
weildy for a broom, yet too messy for a shovel or fork, has 
prompted a British firm to develop a new tool called 
the ‘Snoepush’, which was described in a recent edition 
of the ‘New Ideas’ programme broadcast weekly in the 
BBC General Overseas Service. 

The Snoepush is simply a curved blade of heavy- 
gauge steel, about 212 feet wide and 8 inches high with 
two supporting steel rods to ensure that the blade stays 
firmly in place. For domestic use it can be firmly fasten- 
ed to the reverse end of a normal household broom by a 
wing-nut clip, but a heavier steel handle can be supplied 
for more rugged work on the farm or in the factory. 

The Snoepush was originally developed by the firm 
to clear snow from its own factory roads, paths and Joad- 
ing bays, and proved so successful at this and other 
cleaning jobs that local industry and farmers become in- 
terested. After further study of the tool the firm decid- 
ed to produce it on a large scale both for domestic and 
industrial use. The operator simply pushes the Snoepush 
straight ahead into the snow or rubbish. It scrapes a 
clean path, and the angled curved blade throws the debris 
to one side. It is then moved sideways to overlap the 

clean strip and pushed forward again, and so on until the 
area is scraped clean.—B.B.C. London Letter.

Bach division 
must have at least one fan of 
leaves to serve as a growing 
point, a portion of healthy 
rhizome, and a number of 
well-developed roots. When 
Separated from the original 
iris clump, each division is 
ready. to be re-planted. 

If you don’t want to re- 
divide the iris again for three 
to five years, make small di- 
visions, Make bigger divisions 
for larger clumps and for more 
flowers the first year after 
planting. Then re-divide these 
in three years. 

Transplant the iris in a dif- 
ferent part of the garden. The 
new environment will help it 
to thrive. Plant the rhizomes 
about two feet apart. Point 
each fan of leaves away from 
other plants in the group. Iris 
grown from rhizome  trans- 
plants may bloom next spring.

In order that you will have the 
editorial in full, 1 am attaching 
a complete copy. 

The Daily Gleaner states 
that this editorial “indicts, 
|Reader’s Digest and Time for 
attracting 40°% of the Canadian 
consumer magazine advertis-| 
ing”. This is a misrepresenta- 
tion of the content of the; 
editorial in question. The 
Royal Commission on Publica- 
tions had as its sole purpose to 
find a way to guarantee for 
Canadians their own communi- 
cations media. It wanted to 
find away that Canadians 
could have their own maga- 
zines aS well as magazines 
from other countries. Its re- 
commendations will accom- 
plish that purpose. There is 
nothing in the report which 
will deny Canadians the right 
to read Reader’s Digest or 
Time, or Life, or Saturday 
Evening Post, or any other 
U.S. magazines. These maga- 
zines will still be available to 
Canadian readers as what they 
are, U.S. magazines. 

The fact of the matter is 
that Time and Reader’s Digest, 
in publishing their so-called 
Canadian editions bring in 
the editorial content from 
their U.S. edition and use this 
as a vehicle around which to 
sell advertising to Canadian 
companies. This gives the 
“Canadian” editions of these 
magazines a very substantial 
cost advantage over Canadian 
magazines which bear their 
total editorial costs in Canada. 
The Commission has found 
this type of competition un- 
fair to Canadian media. 

The problem is not just with 
the “Canadian” editions of 
Time and Reader’s Digest for 
if they are allowed to continue 
}on the same basis as at pre- 
sent, there is every reason to 
believe that more “‘Canadian’’ 
editions of U.S. magazines will 
enter Canada. It would then 
not be long before Canada is 
literally denied the right to 
have its own native magazines. 

This is the whole point of 
the Commission’s report, 
which says that in addition to 
having magazines from other 
countries, Canada must also 
have the privilege of having 
its own magazines.

The Daily Gleaner’ says 
in order to bolster the profits 
of certain Canadian magazine 
publishers, the Commission 
has proposed to kill off the 
opposition. This again is a 
misstatement. The magazines 
of Canada welcorne opposition, 
recognizing it is normal to the 
growth of business. How- 
ever, they do nof like unfair 
competition and the use of 
dumped editorial contents 
from the United States maga- 
zines into “Canadian” editions 
of these magazines, has been 
considered unfair for a great 
many years. All political par- 
ties of the Federal Govern- 
ment have recognized this 
and indeed when the Liberal 
administration was in power 
they sought a way to correct 
the situation at that time. 

The Daily Gleaner suggests 
that a similar action might be 
taken by the governments of 
the future against newspapers 
hostile to their policies. This 
is a difficult conclusion at 
which to arrive after complete 
study of the report. The re- 
port stresses over and over 
again the fact that the pro- 
posed action they are recom- 
mending makes absolutely no 
interference with the free 
flow of information or free- 
dom of the press. 

All that is suggested, is 
that the United States or any 
foreign country should not be 
allowed to dump their editorial 
content into Canada in the 
form of “Canadian” editions, 
anymore than they should be 
allowed to dump any other 
product. If they are allowed 
to do this, then Canadians will 
be denied the right to have 
their own national magazines. 
And conceivably with modern 
technology Canada might even 
be denied the right to have its 
own newspapers since the 
same technique of dumping 
editorial can be applied to the 
daily newspaper press.

I never met Ernest Hem- 
ingway so I can’t tell you 
about the man himself.

Dial telephone service will Symonds said. 


be introduced in Cannington 
in the summer of 1962. 

C. B- Symonds, Bell Tele- 
phone manager for the area, 
said this week that work will 
soon start on a new dial office 
building to be constructed on 
Albert Street. 

Enough, equipment will be 
installed in this building to 
look after 700 telephone num- 
bers, an amount that is expect- 
ed to take care of growth in 
Cannington for some years to 
come. 

After the building has been 
completed, skilled craftsmen 
will install the intricate dial 
equipment. This work will be 
co-ordinated with other work 
being done outside, which in- 
cludes the burying of much 
of the telephone “‘plant’” — the 
wires and cable which carry 
telephone calls, The whole 
wire and cable network will 


“Long before the installa- 
tion begins, the equipment 
must be engineered and 
tailored to the needs of Can- 
nington and district,” the Bell 
manager stated.

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 

A management consultant firm, reporting 
study of North York's engineering department, has 
made a remark that merits wide study by local govern- 
ment. “It was noted.” the report said, “that there is a 
tendency to do work because there is a staff available 
rather than to have staff because there is work to be 
done.” Whether or not the consultant’s remark is 
valid in regard to North York's affairs is up to that muni- 
cipality’s Council to decide after it has reviewed and 
discussed the report. The remark, however, could be 
considered by many municipalities with a view to mak- 
ing sure that it does not apply to their departments and 
their approach to municipal needs.

Because of the tremendous development in Canada 
in the postwar years, departments of government at all 
jevels have expanded in order to meet the demands for 
increased services of all kinds. The expansion, in large 
measure, has been justified. The situation, however, 
also has given fair scope for empire-builders. Evidence 
from all over the world indicates that bureaucracy tends 
to proliferate. 


It follows that if a department has been expanded 
to satisfy the ambitions of an empire-builder, then the 
work load of the department may have to be expanded, 
too. It is seldom that an empire-builder will recommend 
cuts in his staff. This, in turn, can lead to make-work 
projects that can only mean higher taxes for already 
pressed home owners. 


In this modern age, when a high standard of munici- 
pal service is required to safeguard the health and safety 
of the community, no one is going to quarrel’ with the 
fact that departments of local governments should be 
sufficiently staffed to do their jobs properly. There must 
be, however, constant vigilance on the part of those elect- 
ed ts ensure two things: That the jobs tackled are true 
needs of the municipality and that they are handled effic- 
iently. 


Local officials should ask themselves more fre- 
quently: Would this job be done if we had to hire addi- 
tional staff to do it? The public demand for service, 
coupled with today’s high costs, ensure that taxes will be 
too high for comfort. To help keep them as low as pos- 
sible, the frills of? municipal empire-building should be 


taboo.

Deciduous hedges, such as 
privet, should have a second 
trim now. If only one trimming 
is to be done this year, this is a 
good time to do it. There's 
enough time for growth to cov- 
er up the trimming cuts be- 
fore the winter. The period of 
most rapid growth is over and 
the hedge will not look too un- 
tidy before spring. 

Cut the sides of the hedge 
first, advises John A. Weall of 
the Department of Horticult- 
ure, Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege. Then, when the top is 
being cut, the clippings will 
not fall into the side branches 
and be cut again. 


tive way to trim a hedge is to 
set up two saw-horses and a 
plank beside the hedge. Walk) 
along the plank to trim the 
hedge top. This is easier and 
faster than using a stepladder. 
Use guide lines of twine to 
help you cut the hedge even- 
ly. Remember, one of the main 
purposes of the hedge is priv- 
acy, so don’t cut if too low.

DYING OF LUKEMIA ; 
An anti-Communist organization in Berlin says that 


East German Premier Otto Grotewohl is dying of Leukem- 
ia. The organization, called “Information Bureau West,” 
says it based its report on “competent sources” in Com- 
munist East Berlin. Grotwohl is 67 and has been absent 
from his official functions for about nine months. 
NOT FAR OFF 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev says the time is not far 
off when Russia will have manned flights to the moon 
and other planets. He made the statement as Muscoyit- 
es turned out en masse to give a hero's welcome to Soviet 
spaceman Gherman Titov in the Russian Capital. Said 
Khrushchev, “sooner or later the whole world will go a- 
long the road to Communism. 
MASS EXODUS CONTINUES 
Refugees from East Germany say rumors are sweep- 
ing the Soviet Zone that the West Berlin escape route 
will be closed off next month. Today the mass exodus 
from the East German Communist regime continued de- 
spite increased efforts by the Reds to stop it. And there 
are reports that East Germany is increasing workers’ 
production standards in an effort to bolster its economy. 
CONFISCATING CASH i 
Premier Castro says the Cuban Government is con- 
fiscating all cash in excess of 10-thousand pesos turned in 
by individuals for new currency. The decree also 
sharply limits the amount of new currency that Cubans 
will be permitted to use immediately. Castro said all 
future pesos turned in would be placed in bank accounts 
on which the government would pay three per cent inter- 
est. 
ANNOUNCES OPPOSITION 
The U-S has announced its opposition to the Afro- 
Asian proposed U-N General Assembly session on Biz- 
erte. The U-S says it is afraid such a session would pre- 
vent the bringing together of France and Tunisia in the 
dispute. But the special session seems likely, as 49 of 
the 50 votes necessary to call the meeting have heen 
secured. 
MILITARY BUILDUPS 
The Laotian International Control Commission says 
rival factions in the country have started military buildups 
that could lead to more fighting. The Commission sub- 
mitted its report to the Geneva Conference on Laos try- 
ing to draft a neutrality declaration for the Kingdom. The 
Commission also said it still is unable to carry out any 
active supervision of the cease-fire.

The Russian leader said he 
would abide by an “International Agreement for Complete 
Disarmament.” His promise was released by the Soviet 
News Agency Tass on the eve of the Seventh International 
Disarmament Conference that begins today in Tokyo. 
ASSESS SITUATION 
Officials meet in Newfoundland today to assess the 
latest forest fire situation in the wake of new outbreaks 
on the island’s northeast coast. Nine fires .. . three of 
them completely out of control . . . are ripping through 
valuable timberland. A total of 765 women and children 
were evacuated from three communities yesterday bring-

A 73-year-old former Quebec Liquor Police Director 
faces preliminary inquiry in Quebec City next Tuesday on 
fraud charges involving half a million dollars.

Resources Commission’s in- 
vestigation of the problem of 
algae Cladophora growth in 
Lake Ontario from Hamilton 
to well east of Toronto and, 
of these, two new experimen- 
tal compounds have shown 
some promise, the OWRC said 
in a statement issued recently: 

“The inyestigation started! in 
1959 and has been concerned 
with the determination of 
fundamental features relative 
to the growth of the algae 
itself and, particularly in 1959 
and 1961, with the testing of 
algicidal chemicals which may 
be used to check and control 
algal production in the lake. 

In 1960, for reasons only 


partially understood, the 
growth of Cladophora in Lake 
Ontario was minimal and 


created only minor problems. 
Conditions were not satisfac- 
tory for investigations. 

The statement added that 
under the varying conditions 
which exist in such a large 
body of water as Lake Ontario, 
consistent results are difficult 
to obtain. Further, the cost of 
treating large areas might not 
be economically acceptable at 
the present time. 

To control or eliminate 
shoreline accumulations which 
occur as a result of wind and 
current action, algal growth 
must be inhibited over a large 
area and limited efforts in 
confined localities will be of 
no value, the Commission 
statement said. 

In regard to copper sulphate 
a plant poison which has been 
widely used to control algal 
growths, the statement said 
“it is quite ineffective against 
Cladophora, Our tests, involv- 
ing areas ranging from one to 
six acres, have demonstrated 
that this chemical produces no 
significant effort even when 
concentrations are used which 
are far 
normally considered 
able by the Commission”. 


The OWRC statement noted 


of Cladophora have developed 
this summer on rocky outcrops 
along the northwesterly shore 
of the Lake, and that when this 
particular crop, which is now 
maturing, breaks loose from 
its attachment large masses of 
algal material will accumulate 
at various points on the shore 
if onshore winds occur. As 
organic breakdown takes place 
severe nuisance conditions may) 
be anticipated. ;

THE “SWEAT TEST” 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Will 
you tell me what is meant by 


the “sweat test’? Sincerely, 
Mrs. D., Florida. 
COMMENT: It is used to 


make the diagnosis of Cystic 
Fibrosis of the pancreas. In 
these chronically and severely 
ill patients, the sweat contains 
abnormally high proportions 
of Na Cl (salt) - 

Until just a fefy years ago, 
we rarely saw such patients. 
Probably we missed the diag- 
nosis and called it other things 
like gastritis, intestinal putre- 
faction, chronic bronchitis and 
“poor-feeding baby”. 

Now we see it more and 
more. Even adults have it, 
but it is most common in the 
early months and years. The 
child passes bulky, foul stools. 
He fails to gain weight. Is 
restless and tired. He may 
develop a chronic cough which 
is due to irritation and infec- 
tion of the lungs which secrete 
a heavy mucus difficult to 
expel. 

We don’t know the exact 
cause although many such 
patients harbor certain specific 
germs in their nasopharynx 
(behind the nose), Antibiotics, 
low fat diet and other measures 
are used to try to combat this 
stubborn disease.

WHEN AND WHERE ARE WE GOING TO START? 
The so-called cold war continues to wax hot and 
many people are seriously concerned least one 
t waxes hottest the situation will

suddenly get out of hand and the world will be 
into a conflict almost too terrible to contemplate, 

When and where are we g0Ing fo make a start on a 
practical civil defence program at the local level? The 
subject has been discussed many times and efforts have 
been made in the past to have the people here participate 
in the interest of their own protection and that of their 
loved ones but to no avail. Now, with what would appear 
to be a steadily deteriorating world situation, the apathy 
of the public towards civil defence in this area seems to 
be about as great as before. Can we afford the luxury of 
apathy in the face of possible war and its potentially dey- 
astating effect on an unprotected civilian population? 

A sensible civil defense program here need not be 
of a wasteful nature—It could be designed to serve both 
a peacetime and wartime use. For example, we are find- 
ing as time goes on that our parking problem is increas- 
ing—much of the above-ground! space for this purpose is 
being used up. What would be wrong with an under- 
ground parking lot which would serve the dual purpose of 
providing protection in the event of a nuclear war? You 
may have some thoughts on this subject which could 
help stir our authorities to action. If you have, and if 
vou wottld like to see something done in the way of pro- 
viding adequate civil defence, relate them to your munici- 


pal representatives. 


THE GUESSING GAME IS ON IN EARNEST 

Now that Premier Leslie M. Frost has officially re- 
signed as leader of the Progressive Conservative party 
in Ontario, the guessing game as to who will be the next 
leader is on in earnest. 

Actually, Mr. Frost's retirement came as no surprise. 
It has been generally known for months that he was 
about to step out of the party leadership role. 

Speaking with Dr. C. H, Hale, former editor of the 
Orillia Packet and Times and long-time friend of the 
Frost family, on Tuesday, reference was made to the im- 
pending retirement of Mr. Frost as leader of the Pro- 
progressive Conservative party. Jt was recalled by Mr. 
Hale that when Sir John A. MacDonald first thought about 
retiring as head of the federal Conservative party, he was 
prevailed upon to remain in office. When he finally did 
retire, the party literally went to pieces for several years. 
Dr. Hale was asked if he felt something of a similar nat- 
ure might occur at the provincial level when Mr, Frost. 
retired. He agreed that the popular premier was the 
mainstay of the Ontario Conservatives but he didn’t feel 
the impact of his retirement would be as pronounced as 
that which occurred at the federal level when Sir John A. 
stepped out of the picture. 

It will be interesting to observe the trend when Mr. 
Frost resigns as premier of Ontario, One thing would 
appear probable following this development—the opposi- 
tion parties will stand a much better chance of gaining 
strength. The present government has undoubtedly 
retained its powerful position largely on the strength of 
Mr. Frost's good name and integrity.

MACHINE FOR COUNTING 
BOLTS FROM THE BLUE 
Modern-day Benjamin Franklins 
are doing something new with lightning 
them. 

And like Franklin with his kite, there's method be- 
hind their apparent madness. 

Researchers at Hydro explain that lightning counts 
provide information for new and better designs of pro: 
tective equipment for the province's power grid, It's 
one of the many roads Hydro's research takes in its quest 
to advance service to customers. 

Their work isn’t exactly new. With the aid of elec- 
tronics they have been counting lightning strokes since 
1952 — and their progress has roused wide interest in 
this exclusive field. 

Last fall, Hydro scientists developed something new: 
an inexpensive, portable model of the photo-sensitive 
stroke counter they have used for the last eight years. 

It’s operated by transistors and batteries, 

The new counter is capable of counting strokes to 
earth within a 10-mile radlus and of monitoring atmos- 
pheric discharges that occur within 100 miles. Hydro’s 
experience indicates that, on average, about five strokes 
to ground occur in the Toronto area per square mile per 
year. 

The machine caught the attention of Professor S, A. 
Prentice, Head of the Department of Blectrical Bngineer- 

ing at the University of Queensland, Brisbane, Australia, 
when he visited Hydro a few years ago. 

Hydro sent its electronic-age counter to Brisbane, 
one of the few lightning observatories in the world, for 
tests last winter. Hans Linck of Hydro’s Research Div- 
ision has received reports that “its performance looks 
pretty good.” The University of Queensland will keep 
the machine until next spring, when it will be returned to 
Canada for a dose of Ontario lightning.

COUNCIL TO URGE 
USE OF SEAT BELTS 

Based on the established fact that seat belts, if 
used by motorists, can prevent more than one-third of 
the fatalities in traffie accidents, the Canadian Highway 
Safety Council is planning a nation-wide campaign to pro- 
mote their use. Ira G. Needles, CHSC general chairman, 
said, “Reduction in prices of seat belts and the installa- 
tion of belt anchorages in all 1962 models of Canadian 
cars make it possible for the Council to begin a concen- 
trated drive to save lives through seat belts. 

Similar campaigns are already under way in Great 
Britain and the United States, said Mr. Needles. The 
Canadian Highway Safety Council has been assured of the 
active participation, in its forthcoming campaign by 
provincial, community and industrial safety organizations, 
coast to coast. The Council answered accusations of 
boosting seat belt sales by declaring the large-scale say- 
ing of human life that could result would far outweigh 
the business benefits it might bring to the handful of 
companies. 


"SPACE MEN 


If young would-be space pilots are discouraged at 
the maturity of the U.S. astronaut team—all are in their 
thirties — they must be prepared for more shocks. 

Dr. Charles I. Barron, chief flight surgeon in charge 
of a man-in-space study being conducted by the Lockeed 
Aircraft Corporation, says that the captain of the fully- 
developed space craft of the future will probably by 45 
or 50 years old. Endurance, mature judgment, exper- 
ience, emotional balance and intellectual capacity will 
be the prime factors in the choice of space ship captains. 

“Young men will pioneer,” he said, “Their stamina 
and courage will break the trail.” The older men may 
take over. They will be more scientists than athletes. 

Even the requirements for the younger men doing 
the pioneering are considerably beyond the old pattern 
for heroes. Besides being experienced test pilots and 
qualified engineers, there is one thing demanded of 
them which may have escaped the notice of their young- 
er fans, 

They must be articulate, It is an essential require- 
ment that they have an excellent command of their lan- 
guage. It is not enough that they have good minds, that 
they think well. They must be able to communicate 
their ideas and observations accurately and fluently. 

To acquire this ability requires many things not 
usually associated with derring-do in the skies. 

It involves such unromantic classroom chores as 
learning grammar and syntax and spelling, studying lit- 
erature and mastering composition, things the hopeful 
boy-pilot of today may be neglecting. 

An outstanding personal characteristic of the U-S 
astronauts is that they are all articulate and can explain 
themselves and their work precisely and fluently. It is 
essential for them to have this ability; on the accuracy of 
their spoken contact with earth can depend the progress 
of science — and their own lives. —The Printed Word.

Oliver told of a hedge of red 
pine planted at Ottawa in 
1889. It was kept seven feet 
high and about as wide by 
clipping once annually, in late 
June and remained in good 
condition for 70 years. 

The native white pine, he 
said, makes a hedge of softer 
appearance and mid-green 
color but is subject to white 
pine blister rust, for which 
there is no cure. 

Scots pine grows so rapidly 
that a hedge of it has a thin, 
Open appearance.

the most important thing to 
remember in cooking green 
vegetables is not to over-cook 
them. Over - cooking causes 
sogginess, loss of many vita- 
mins, and poor colour. Never 
use soda to keep vegetables 
green when cooked, or they 
will become slimy and vitamins 
will be destroyed, The veget- 
ables should be cooked just 
until they are crisp-tender. 
Taste them to tell when they 
are done fo suit you. Bight to 
ten minutes for garden peas 
and ten to fifteen minutes for 
green beans is usually long 
enough, 

Start the prepared veget- 
ables in a small amount of 
boiling water - - about half an 
inch in the pan Many of the 
vitamins vegetables contain 
are water-soluble; therefore 
When you use less water, you 
lose fewer vitamins. 

Chlorophyll, the ingredient 
that makes grass green, also 
makes vegetables green. Green 
vegetables contain plant acids 
that are released in steam 
when the vegetables are cook- 
ed. If these plant acids con- 
tact chlorphyll during cook- 
ing, the chlorophyll turns a 
muddy - green colour. So, to 
keep the vegetablés a bright 
green, leave the lid off for the 
first five minutes after the 
water returns to the boil, to 
allow the acids to escape. 
Then cook covered, to speed 
the cooking. 

The exception to this way 
of cooking green vegetables is 
spinach. Wash the spinach 
and remove the stems; cook 
the thin leaves with just the 
water that is left clinging to 
them after washing. Use’ a 
pot with a close-fitting lid and 
leave the vegetables on the 
heat only until the leaves 
collapse - - a matter of a few 
minutes.

OF RED SPIDER MITE 

The red spider or two-spot- 
ted mite has been causing

These minute spiders are 
pale or reddish coloured) with 
eight legs.

STINKWEED 


This weed is a real ‘‘stinker” 
and is appropriately named, 
says J. W. MacRae of the Field 
Crops Branch, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. ~ When 
bruised, the plant will give off 
an unpleasant odour, and far- 
mers have lost thousands of 
dollars through tainted milk 
or beef caused by stinkweed 
being present in the pastures, 
and excessive amounts of seed 
in feed grains have been 
known to poison animals. 


Stinkweed,  pennycress, 
Frenchweed and fanweed all 
refer to an introduced annual 
which grows six to twenty-four 
inches high and is found in 
meadows, grain fields, road- 
sides and waste places. The 
flowers are small, white, with 
four petals, and the seeds are 
borne in small, flat pods sur- 
rounded by a membrane, not- 
ched at the top, not unlike a 
tiny fan. The stems are 
slightly woody and branched 
at the top.

Stinkweed has shallow roots 
and responds readily to both 
cultivation and spraying. Pre- 


such as to induce seeds to 
germinate and then be de- 
stroyed by subsequent cultiva- 
tions, This helps to thin the 
stand, and good control can be 
obtained with as little as four 
ounces 2, 4-D acid per acre, if 
applied in the early Stages of 
growth, 


Stinkweed is a prolific seed- 
er. Control measures are 
sixfold: (1) kill as many as pos- 
sible by pre-planting cultiva- 
tion. (2) spray growing erop 
early with 2, 4-D or MCP (3) 
practise early after-harvest 
cultivation, where possible (4) 
destroy all weeds growing ar- 
ound the farmyard, lanes, 
fence rows, ete. (5) be sure 
weed-infested manure is well 
rotted before spreading it on 
the land (6) clean all stinkweed 
seeds from feed grains and de- 
stvoy the screenings.

Mayor Jos. Holtom of Lind- 
say has criticised the Canadian 
National Railway as being 
partly to blame for their own 
Passenger service troubles. 
He said he felt that the poor 
turnover from passenger ser- 
vice on the Belleville - Toronto 
run via Lindsay could be 
improved by better service, 
more sensible schedules and 
more advertising. 

The railroad has applied to 
have this service curtailed as 
of the end of September. 
Lindsay’s council is going to 
oppose the application and the 
hearing will be held in Lindsay 
on September 19th. “I think 
we can put up a pretty good 
story,” said Mayor Holtom. 
“Part of the fault lies with the 
railroad - they’re still operat- 
ing in many ways the same as 
they were 25 years ago.” 

Another point in favour of 
Lindsay’s case, said Mayor 
Holtom is that Lindsay help- 
ed finance the railroads when 
they first moved in her. “We 
debentured nearly $100,000 
for railroads in their early 
stages,” he said. “They have 


some responsibility towards 


the town,” he stated. 

A special committee to study 
the matter was appointed 
several months ago under the 
chairmanship of Mel DeGroat. 
The mayor said that he hoped 
to get a report, probably at 
next Tuesday’s council meet- 
ing. 

Questioned further about the 
matter at a press conference 
Thursday, his worship said 
that the town did not care 
about the Lindsay - Belleville 
run, but that it would fight 
for some type of commuter 
service between Lindsay and 
Toronto. “The present time 
schedule is not good,” he said. 
“A morning train from here 
should be able to reach Toronto 
before 9.00 a.m.” 

He also said that no replies 
have been officially received 
from any other municipality or 
community affected by the 
proposed withdrawal of ser- 
vice- The town, his worship 
explained, has sent letters out 
stating its intention to oppose 
the passenger service with- 
drawal, and invited other com- 
munities to join in opposition 
of the railroad’s decision.

UNNECESSARY VISITS TO 
THE DOCTOR 

Many people make unneces- 
sary visits to the doctor. They 
admit the only reason they go 
is to have the doctor tell them 
what they already know. One 
savs: “I know I’m fat and need 
to lose: And I know how to do 
it. But it makes me feel better 
to have the doctor tell me. It 
gives me a shove into domg 
what I should.” Another says: 
“Tl] bet you ten to one that 
he'll tell me I'm smoking too 
much for my own good. I know 
it without going to the doctor. 
Bui when I hear it from the 
horse’s (pardon me) mouth, 
perhaps I'll really do some- 
thing about it.” 

Human nature does not 
change. 1 have been reading 
what Michel de Montaigne said 
in his autobiography about his 
relationship with doctors: 
“When I am sick, I send for 
them if they are near af hand, 
merely to have their company, 
and I pay them as others do. I 
give fhem leave to order me 
to keep myself warm, for I 
like to do it anyway. I let them 
recommend leeks or lettuce for 
my suup. put me on while wine 
or claret. or anything else that 
is indifferent to my taste and 
habits.” 

DIAGNOSIS OF CANCER OF

doctor has just taught me how 
to make self-examination so 
that I can come for medical 
attention early if a lump forms 
in the breast.

It 
jleaves less to guesswork and 
|unskillful examination. It has 
been reported in the JA.M.A. 
by Drs. J. Gershon-Cohen, 
M. B. Hermel and S. M. Berger 
of the Albert Einstein Medical 
Center, Philadelphia. X-ray 
diagnosis of breast tumors 1s 
being used in many other hos- 
pitals, too. 

The doctors ask this ques- 
tion at the beginning of their 
medical report: “Can delayed 
diagnosis and treatment of 
breast tumors be avoided by 
| periodic X-ray examinations of 
|women over 40 years of age? 
|The results of a 5-year study, 
|reported and interpreted here, 
|indicated ‘‘yes.” 
Although self-examination 
| by women is still important, I 
|think we can safely predlict 
| that the day is not far off when 
| routine breast X-rays will save 
many thousands of women. For 
it is true that X-rays properly 
taken and interpreted, often 
discover the presence of a 
breast tumor which might 
have been overlooked by the 
examining fingers. 
DIAGNOSIS OF EARLY 
DIABETES 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; My 
doctor is suspicious that I may 
have diabetes. He has ordered 
a fasting blood sugar. Is it 
necessary? - - Mrs, D. 

COMMENT: If suspicious, a 
blood sugar test is essential. 
But I doubt he will stop with 
just the “fasting blood sugar.” 
He will probably take a “blood 
sugar tolerance.” In that way 
he can study the sugar ‘‘curve’” 
in the blood. Often a single, 
fasting blood sugar throws us 
off the diagnostic trail. It may 
be falsely negative.

EDITORIAL.... 


RURAL FIRE PROTECTION 
Every so often we hear of cases of rural fires when 


a fire department refuses to answer a call. The most 
as come to our attention was the 


fire early Tuesday morning which destroyed a barn own- 
ed by Gordon Henderson of Lindsay, and 4.500 chickens 
ow ned by Master Feeds of Lindsay. The property was 
situated in‘ Emily Township, about two miles south, and 
one mile east of Dunsford. 

As reported in this newspaper, the Lindsay Fire De- 
partment was contacted and the caller was referred to 
the Omemee department. A second call was placed, and 
the Omemee Fire Department explained that the Hender- 
son property was out of its jurisdiction and that a special 
meeting of council would have to be held before the 
trucks could be sent out. 

Was this an easy way for the Omemee Department 
to avoid answering an alarm at 3.00 a.m., poor organiza- 
tion, or too much red’ tape? 

We do not believe so, but further investigation is 
warranted. The calibre of officers and men in all Vic- 
toria County’s firefighting units, indeed, throughout Ont- 
ario, pretty well rules out the first possibility. As for 
organization and procedure—these are laid down by the 
township council. Fire departments are obligated to 
follow orders of the elected representatives,—and ser- 
ious legal consequences could result if they refused. One 
may wonder, however, if in the event of a serious emerg- 
ency, some discretion by a fire chief could be used. 

Reeve George Stephenson of Emily explained that 
had the Henderson property been included in an agree 
ment for fire protection the alarm would have been. an- 
swered. He stated that such an agreement was available 
for $5 per year where a sufficient number of farmers get 
together. The importance of these agreements is great to 
all municipal councils who support fire brigades, including 
Lindsay. By understanding how such agreements work, 
and making sure they are covered by a fire protection 
agreement rural dwellers could avoid these periodic in- 
stances where alarms cannot be answered. 

Head of the mutual aid fire fighting system in Victor- 
ia County, Chief Arnold Watson, of Lindsay, agreed that 
departments were often hampered on rural alarms by 
lack of a proper agreement either between municipalities 
or individual farms. He also noted that there was often 
a doubt as to which department to call. This apparently 
boils down to the need of a planned fire emergency pro- 
gram on the part of rural dwellers and property owners. 
Joint action on the part of neighbours may be necessary 
in order to obtain definite firefighting services. People 
should post the correct fire department and its number 
near the phone. (This can also apply to urban dwellers, 
many of who do not haye emergency numbers posted.) 

These measures appear to be common sense, and 
could go a long way towards eliminating similar situations 
in the future.

FORGET THE PATIENT 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I 
have a very efficient doctor. 
But there’s one thing I miss, 
the personal touch. Don’t you 
think that modern doctors are 
sometimes too scientific? - - 
Mrs. Y., California. 
Comment: You strike at the 
heart of one of the most 


important problems in medi- 
cine: the doctor - patient 
relationship. I try to keep 


reminding my colleagues that 
the art of medicine must not 
be allowed to fall far behind 
the science. 

For example, on ward 
rounds, I have often reminded) 
some intern or associate that 
he shoud remember the patient 
and for a time forget the 
science of medicine. A new 
intern will reach for the 
laboratory report sheet before 
he grasps the hand of his 
patient. 

He is more interested in the 
blood count or X-ray report 
than in asking his patient, 
“How did you sleep last night? 
Are you in any pain?” I remind 
him there’s time enough for 
}examining reports; but every 
|minute in discomfort or 
anxiety is like infinity to the 
patient. 

Of course, the doctor knows 
the importance of the scien- 
tific aspect of diagnosis and 
treatment; but he should never 
forget that he is dealing with 
a human being and not with 
a guinea pig. I think that you 
will find that most doctors are

STOP MEDDLING 
The Soviet Union has told the Western Allies to stop 


“meddling” in the affairs of “sovereign” Nast Germany. 
The Soviet Berlin commander flatly rejected Western Al- 
lied notes delivered to him more than two weeks ago 
charging that the Communists were harassing Bast Ber- 
liners commuting to West Berlin. The Soviet Berlin Com- 
mandant sent his reply in separate notes to his United 
States, British and French opposite numbers several days 
ago. The reply was released today by the East Germany 
News Agency. 
UNEXPLAINED POWER FAILURE 

In another development, an unexplained power fail- 
ure hit East Berlin for an hour today. All electricity to 
the Soviet sector of the city was cut off and elevated trains 
in West Berlin were halted because the power to operate 
them comes from East Berlin. The power failure happen- 
ed shortly before some half million West Berliners were 
to gather along the Bast-West border to protest Com- 
munist moves. 
CLARKE ARRIVES 

General Bruce Clarke, U-S Army Commander in Eur- 


ope, has arrived in Berlin to confer with local command- 
ers and inspect the American Garrison. Despite the in- 
creasing severity of Communist border restrictions, a 
few daring East Germans have managed to escape to the 
West, including an East German border guard who jump- 
ed over a fence. 
ANOTHER CRISIS SESSION 

The West German Cabinet has been called into anoth- 
er Berlin crisis session today. Chancellor Adenauer call-

A DISTURBING TREND.... 


There are indications that Lindsay may suffer the 
loss of two industries — a loss the town cannot afford to 
take. A persistent report has been circulating for some 
weeks to the effect that National Textiles Ltd. is going to 
dispose of its plant here, ostensibly because it could 
carry on its business just as well somewhere else. This 
report has never been officially confirmed by the comp- 
any’s management. And then there is the confirmed re- 
port that Knitters Ltd., a long established firm maintain- 
ing an extensive operation at Lindsay, is going to shut 
down its Lindsay plant. 

Both of these reports indicate a disturbing trend on 
the industrial front. They prompt us to ask: “Why?” 
And ... “Are we doing all possible to make life tenable 
for existing industry?” It seems reasonable to assume 
that if the industries which now exist and employ people 
in Lindsay are given every encouragement to expand and 
develop they will attract other industries. Failure to en- 
sure this would be short-sighted ‘ndustrial relations on 


the town’s part. 


DISCRETION .... 


The big Derry Day cel2brstion at Lindsay—first since 
1g99—is all over. Judging from the response of the 
people who thronged the town’s streets as the mammoth 
parade, featuring some of Ontario's crack bands and 
colorful Royal Black Preceptory and Crystal Lodge units 
passed, it was a thrilling sight—one which many will ve- 
member. 

There was another feature about the celebration 
which stood out in the minds of several who observed 
the event and that was the efficiency with which the 
Lindsay Police Dept. handled the tremendous crowd 
which invaded fhe town for the occasion. In all these 
big events there is always to be found a few people who 
get out of hand and it take good judgment to know how to 
handle these situations to prevent them from spreading. 
We believe the police here excerised that judgment and 
used discretion at all times. 


CANADA — LAND OF OPPORTUNITY 


To say that Canada is a land of opportunity is but to 
repeat a hackneyed phrase. However, there is one short 
paragraph in “Quick Canadian Facts’’ which lends em- 
phasis not only to the potential opportunities but to an 
ofi-repeated opinion that the nation is vastly over-goy- 
erned. Here is the item: 

“Canada covers more than seven per cent of the 
world’s total land area but has less than three-fifth of 
one per cent of the world’s population.” 

Does it not seem wasteful that in a country like this 
with only about 18 million inhabitants we have eleven 
large governments — ten provincial and the master fed- 
eral body? Someone has observed that there are now 
more people in government jobs across Canada than in 
all other occupations put together. Much of the work 
done in governmental circles is of an unproductive and 
multiplying nature, that is to say it produces nothing 
and those so engaged tend to increase in number. Any- 
thing or anyone being maintained in a non-producing 
capacity is a steady drain on those who have to foot the bill, 
in the case under consideration, the taxpayers. Taxa- 
tion is now at a level where it is a hardship on people 
whose income is not flexible and subject to adjustment to 
meet changing conditions and for this reason, we suggest 
there is a very real need today for a reduction in not only 
the number of governments but government departments 
and agencies .... We in Canada are “government poor.” 


IT WILL BE INTERESTING 
TO SEE THE OUTCOME... 


Considerable attention has been focussed in recent 
days on the appointment of a new postmaster at Lindsay. 
It has centred around the fact that a man from another sec- 
tion of Ontario was given the appointment, the feeling be- 
ing that promotion should have come from with the Lind- 
say Post Office staff. As a result of this, a petition has 
been circulated and forwarded to the proper authorities 
asking that they reconsider their decision. An estimated 
130 names are reported to have been on the petition, 
largely from professional and businessmen. 

From conversations with several people in Lindsay, 
it is apparent that not everyone is opposed to the out-of- 
town appointee .... Some World War Two veterans have 
expressed the opinion that the selection of a new post- 
master should be made strictly on the basis of ability. 
They point out that the choice of a postmaster for Lindsay 
or any other place should not be a political appointment 
made to gain favour in a riding, placing general qualifica- 
tions second in importance. 

It is thus obvious that there are differences of opin- 
ion on the appointment as it now stands and it will be 1n- 
teresting to see the outcome of the present protest move- 
ment,

THE LATE DR. FRANK BUCHMAN 

The Archbishop of Natal, Dom Marculino Bsmeraldo 
De Souza Dantas, commenting on the work of I rank 
Buchman, said, “MRA is fire from Heaven to purify the 
earth, It is a great universal movement with God in con- 
trol.” : 

With all the wide expansion of his work and influ- 
ence, Buchman alwaysremained the same human, as 
proachable, friendly person. He simply said of his life's 
work, “I have been wonderfully led.” 

He was remembered by thousands of ordinary folk 
who met him in hotels, on trains, in homes where he was 
an honoured guest, as the man who always understood 
them and considered them his friends. People were his 
great interest and study, the tending of their faith and 
character his greatest job. 

His own faith was that of a child, full of the practical 
presence of God. It was an ideology valid for men and 
nations in this confused age. 

In his last birthday speech, “Brave Men Choose”, 
which reached by press and radio an estimated thousand 
million people, Buchman declared, “We are faced with 
world revolution. There are only three possibilities open 
to as. We can give in, and some are ready to do just 
that. Or we can fight it out, and that means the risk of 
global suicide. Or we can find a superior ideology that 
shows the next step ahead for the Communist and the 
non-Communist worlds alike. 

“Phere is no neutrality in the battle between good 
and evil. No nation can be saved on the cheap. It will 
take the rest of our lives and the flower of our nations to 
save humanity. If we go all out for God, we will win.” 

The words he most frequently quoted, and with great 
emphasis, were those of his fellow Pennsylvanian, William 
Penn, ‘Men must choose to be governed by God or they 
condemn themselves to be ruled by tyrants.”

BATS 

Did you know that bats are the only mammals which 
can actually fly? The so-called “flying squirrels” can 
glide from one spot to another, but bats alone are able to 
fly freely. Their front legs haye very long forearms, 
each with four slender fingers which support the mem- 
brane of the wing. Their thumbs are short and not en- 
closed in the wings. Each thumb has a claw, which is 
used for climbing or for suspending the bat when it 1s at 
Test. 

In tropical parts of the Old World fruit-eating bats 
are found; some species are very large, and one has a 
wingspread of five feet. Our Canadian bats, however, 
are all insect-eaters, and small in size. You can see them 
flying about in the evenings, even in cities, although their 
favourite feeding places are along streams and lakes, or 
at the edge of awood. There are almost six hundred spe- 
cies of these instct-eaters, distributed all over the world. 

Bats spend the day hanging upside down from rafters 
in buildings or in hollow trees. At night, when they are’ 
actively hunting for insects, their “radar’’ helps them to: 
avoid flying into obstacles. They do not become entangled 
in women’s hair!—The Young Naturalist.

THE NEW PARTY AND ITS POLICIES 

If the New Democratic Party which developed as a 
result of the convention in Ottawa last week has a policy, 
as such, the policy declaration which emerged from the 


conevntion hardly appeared to indicate that it did have one; | 


nor did discussion during the course of the convention 
suggest that there was anything approaching agreement 
among the delegates on the two major questions before 
the convention—nationalization and the approach of the 
party towards Canada’s role in NATO, As a consequence, 
the policy declaration was somewhat vague in its approach 
to both of these subjects. 

As anticipated in many quarters, proceedings at the 
convention pointed to the fusion of the CCF and the Can- 
adian Congress as a marriage of convenience which is un- 
likely to prove successful. At the outset of the conyen- 
tion Claude Jodoin, president of the CCL, stated that lab- 
our would not attempt to dominate the new party. It be- 
came evident as the convention proceeded, however, 
that the Labour element among the delegates actually was 
dominating the convention and that the fuzzy-minded 
ideals of the CCF element were being given little considera- 
tion. 

A somewhat amusing feature of the convention was 
the approach of the two candidates for party leadership to 
the subject of nationalization. Hazen Argue, as befitted 
his leadership of the CCF party came out whole-heartedly 
in favour of nationalization; and Tommy Douglas, as the 
Premier of a CCF provincial government, was hardly in 
a position to argue against nationalization. As a matter of 
fact he pointed out, he had introduced more public owner- 
ship in the province of Saskatchewan than had ever been 
done by any government in Canada, He omitted to men- 
tion the fact that the majority of those industries which 
had been nationalized either had been wound up since or 
had reverted to private ownership, 

In his address to the convention following his elec- 
tion to the leadership of the New Democratic Party, Mr. 
Douglas issued a challenge to the government in Ottawa to 
call an election. Perhaps his enthusiasm for a test of 
strength at the polls has waned to some extent by this 
time, and might wan still further in the immediate future. 
The party has a lot of fence mending to do before it can 
have much of a chance at the polls—that is if it ever is to 
have much of a chance, 
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GENIUS AT WORK 

In a recent edition of the ‘Life and Letters’ pro- 
gramme broadcast weekly in the BBC General Overseas 
Service, radio-dramatist Lance Sieveking, who has 
known many famous authors, commented on the paradox 
that, while much conventional writing is produced with 
all the signs of eccentricity, the most original writing 1s 
often produced in the most conventional way. 

Bernard Shaw, for example, lived a most regular 
life. sitting every day at his table writing his highly orig- 
inal works with an ordinary pen and ink in extremely 
legible writing. Similarly, G, K. Chesterton (who was 
Sieveking’s godfather) after his early days as a journalist, 
“for much Of his life sat with daily regularity in his study, 
dictating (not without a certain amount of wheezy laugh- 
ter) those novels and essays which jump off the page at 
the reader with their uproarious ofiginality and vitality.” 

Startlingly different were the methods of ¥. Phillips. 
Oppenheim and Edgar Wallace, authors of innumerable 
best-sellers of a conventional pattern. Oppenheim had a 
villa in the South of France, “He was a keen golfer,” 
said Sieveking, and on most days he played at least one 
round on the Nice golf course, His secretary, a most cap- 
able young woman (she had to he!) would walk around 
with him and in intervals between strokes, he used to dic- 
tate to her.” Edgar Wallace's method was similar to Op- 
penheim’s but more highly organized on a mass-produc- 
tion scale. At his office flat near Regent’s Park in Lon- 
don he kept six different secretaries, in six different 
rooms, fully occupied. ‘Good morning, Miss So-and-so, 
Where are we?’ he would say, and on being reminded of 
the point they had reached in the story, and possibly of 
the colour of the heroine's eyes, he would continue where 
he had left off dictating for ten minutes or more. Then, 
puffing at his long cigarette holder he would pass on to 
the next secretary and repeat the routine until he had giv- 
en all six their work for the day —BBC London Letter. 


THE EFFECT OF GLANDS 
ON THE BODY 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
been hearing a lot about the 
effect that our glands have on 
our bodies. I am a bit con- 
fused. Will you state simply 
what are the functions of the 


| various glands - - and how they 


affect us when they are 
“overactive” or “underactive”’? 
-- Mrs. S., Calif. 

Comment: Simply? I wish I 
could. There’s much we still 
don't know about these glands 
and the powerful hormones 
they secrete. But here are a 
few of the facts we do know. 
Let's take them one by one. 

THYROID: When this gland 
is overactive (secretes too 
much hormone) it may cause 
the following symptoms: ner- 
yousness and overexcitability; 
“pop eyes”; tremor of the 
fingers; weakness of muscles; 
diarrhea; loss of weight; heart 
irregularity; excessive appe- 
tite; warm, moist skin and 
vague apprehension. 

When it is underactive: the 
patient has brittle and falling 
hair; dry skin; slows up in all 
activities; sensitivity to cold; 
increase in weight; slow pulse; 
becomes lazy and dul. 

PARATHYROIDS: When 
|overactive there is too much 
calcium in the blood and the 
patient develops bone ail- 
ments and kidney stones. 

When underactive the pa- 
tient gets muscle cramps and 
in extreme cases what we call 
“tetany.” 

PANCREAS: Most people 
know that when this doesn’t 
secrete enough insulin, the 
patient gets diabetes mellitus 
with excessive sugar in the 
blood and sugar in the urine. 
(Loss of weight in spite of 


voracious appetite; increased 
voiding of urine; weakness; 
skin _ irritations; excessive 
thirst.) 


When it oversecretes, the 
blood sugar becomes abnor- 
mally low (hypoglycemia) and 
the patient may become ab-} 
normally tired, confused. If 
the condition is not treated 
he may go into unconscious- 
ness and convulsions. Some- 
times this happens with over- 
dosages of insulin - - or with} 
normal doses taken with an 
improper diet, A rare tumor 
of the pancreas can cause this 
trouble, too. 

ADRENAL CORTEX: When 
this is underactive the patient 
may develop Addison's disease. 
The prominent symptoms are: 
muscular weakness, bronzed 
skin, indigestion that is pro- 
}longed, low blood pressure.

PICNIC TRICK 

In prehistoric days practi- 
cally every meal that was 
eaten could be called a picnic. 
Wor the one ingredient essen- 
tial to all picnics is the out- 
of-doors. But people who live 
in smoke filled, dust laden 
towns and cities are the ones 
who have kept the custom of 
a picnic alive, As soon as hot 
weather descends on us, we 
feel a sudden urge to get into 
the country or by the sea for 
a meal. And regardless of the 
menu, food always seems to 
taste twice as good when it’s 
eaten in the fresh air. 

Here are a few hints that 
will help you enjoy picnicking 
with a minimum of fuss and 
bother. When taking hot 
dishes, wrap the containers in 
six or eight thicknesses of 
newspaper so that the food 
will be hot on arrival. For 
cooking, two fires are often 
more convenient than one. 
Use the first fire for the 
coffee and the other for roast- 
ing corn, frying eggs; etc. 
Salads can be prepared at 
home, but the dressing should 
not be put on until the last 
minute or the salad will be- 
come soggy. The dressing can 
be kept in a separate jar and 
kept chilled if possible. 

flamburgers are just about 
the most popular food at 
picnics and outdoor barbecues. 

Perhaps because they are so 
easy to make, and everyone, 
regardless of age, seems to 
enjoy them. Hamburgers can 
be prepared in a variety of 
ways, but today we have a 
novel suggestion for varying 
the buns on which they are 
served. 

" Cheese Hamburger Buns are 
made from a simple yeast 
dough to which some proces- 
sed cheese spread has been 
added. This easy trick makes 
all the difference in the world 
to the flavor, and transforms 
every hamburger into a 
Cheeseburger without the 
necessity of adding cheese to 
the filling. In fact, these buns 
are so delicious in their own 
right, they can be served 
plain with just a little butter 
or marmalade. 

Cheese Hamburger Buns 

Yield - - 2 dozen buns 

1 1/3 cups milk; 2/3 cup pro- 
cess cheese spread; 1 table- 
spoon granulated sugar; 1 
teaspoon salt; 1 tablespoon 
shortening; 4% cup lukewarm 
water; 1 teaspoon granulated 
sugar; 1 envelope active dry 
yeast; 434 cups (about) pre- 
sifted all-purpose flour. 

Scald milk; stir in the pro- 
cess cheese spread, the 1 
tablespoon sugar, salt and 
shortening. Cool to luke- 
warm. 

Meantime, measure luke- 
warm water into a large bowl; 
stir in the 1 teaspoon sugar. 
Sprinkle with yeast. Let stand 
10 minutes, then stir well. Stir 
in lukewarm milk mixture and 
2% cups of the flour. Beat 
until smooth and elastic. Work 
in sufficient additional flour 
to make a soft dough - - about 
2% cups more. Turn out 
dough onto floured board or 
canvas and knead until smooth 
and elastic. Place in greased 
bowl. Grease top. Cover. Let 
rise in a warm place, free 
from draft, until doubled in 
bulk - - about 1% hours. Punch 
down dough. Turn out onto 
lightly-floured board or canvas 


and knead until smooth, 
Divide dough into 3 equal 
portions. Cover with a tea 


towel and let rest 10 minutes, 
Shape each portion of dough 
into an 8-inch roll; cut each 
rollinto eight J-inch pieces, 
Shape each piece into a smooth 
ball, then roll it out into a 
3-inch patty. Arrange the buns, 
well apart, on greased cookie 
sheets, Grease tops. Cover. 
Let rise in warm place, free 
from draft, until doubled in 
bulk - - about 45 minutes.

ADD HOURS TO FLOWERS 

If you treat cut flowers with 
a little extra care, you can 
double their house life. Miss 
Louise Heringa, a horticultur- 
ist at the Ontario Agricultural 
College in Guelph, offers 
these suggestions to help cut 
flowers last longer. 

Cut the flowers in the 
morning, Take them to the 
basement or some cool place 
(about 40 degrees). Then con- 
dition them by placing them in 
room temperature water that 
covers the full length of the 
stem. Leave them like this, 
uncrowded, in the cool place, 
for at least one or two hours. 
Then they will be ready to 
arrange and an inch of water 
in the container will be suf- 
ficient for most flowers. 

For woody - stemmed flow- 
ers, such as lilacs, make a 2 
to 3” slit up the stem to ensure 
that it is open to receive water. 
When you arrange them, after 
conditioning, be sure the cuts 
are immersed in water. 

Dahlias, poppies and other 
plants that ooze a milky sap 
require singeing. Push the 
stem ends through heavy 
paper to keep the steam from 
rising to the blooms. Then 
place the stems in 1 to 2” 
of boiling water for 1 minute. 
Another method is to hold the 
ends of the stems in an open 
flame for 30 seconds. This 
treatment seems to hold the 
sap in and makes cut flowers 
last longer. Singe the stems 
again if you cut them when 
you are re-arranging the 
flowers: 

Carnations take in water for 
the whole length of the stem, 
so most of the stems should 
be immersed in water. 

If one flower is drooping 
badly in a bouquet, remove it. 
The drooping may be caused 
by an air space at the bottom 
of the stem that doesn’t allow 
the water to rise. Place the 
wilted flower in a container of 
warm water. Cut 2” off the 
stem while it is under water, 
and leave the bloom there 
until it straightens up. 2 

To keep flowers at their 
best for the longest time, 
change the water daily. Other- 
wise bacterial growth may 
flourish and clog stem ends. 
At each water change, cut a 
little off the stem, to be sure 
it isn’t clogged. 

HOT ROLLS 

Hot rolls right off the grill 
sounds very tempting to al- 
most everyone. The next time 
you plan a barbecue, include 
rolls on the menu- Heat them 
in one of two easy ways. You 
can place them in a coffee can, 
cover the can with its own 
cover or foil, and place the 
can on its side on the grill. Roll 
the can occasionally until all 
the rolls are heated. You can 
also place the rolls in a large 
skillet, sprinkle them lightly 
with water, then cover the 
skillet with foil and heat. Give 
the pan a shake now and then 
to help the rolls along. When 
they’re piping hot, serve them 
with lots of butter or margar- 
ine. 

WATCH THOSE CALORIES 

With the advent of August, 
considered by many to be the 
hottest month of the year, the 
urge to quench our thirst with 
anything liquid requires a 
strong will. This is the month 
when those who are watching 
their calories must beware, 
for it’s the calories in the 
beverages we drink during 
this month and not the food 
we eat which often put the 
inches on the waistline. 

Because beverages are not 
solids we are inclined to dis- 
count the fact that they contain 
calories and as a result drink 
away to our heart’s content 
and our waistline’s ruin, 

One way to beat the heat 
and the calories at the same 


of iced tea on hand. One of 
the easiest drinks to prepare, 
it also happens to contain the 
least number of calories - 
except water - and can be con- 
sumed in quantity without 
fear of adding extra poundage. 
It could be a matter of rou- 
tine to those who are calorie 
conscious, to make, every 
morning, about two quarts of 
this delicious refreshing bey- 
erage. This quantity will give 
you approximately 10 to 12 
six-ounce servings. Once made, 
it is there to be served on a 
moment’s notice. 
To make approximately two 
quarts, bring one quart of 
freshly drawn cold water to a 
bubbly boil in a saucepan. Re- 
move from heat and immedi-| 
ately add 1/3 cup of loose tea} 
or 15 tea bags. Let brew) 
uncovered for 5 minutes. 
Strain this liquid into a pitcher 
containing an addtional quart 
of freshly drawn cold water, | 
and presto, that’s all there is} 
to it. If using instant tea, 26] 
level teaspoonfuls is required. 
If it is cold water soluble, put 
it directly into two quarts of 
freshly drawn cold water. If 
not, then boil the water and 
treat as for loose or bag tea. 
When you want to serve it, 
just pour into tall glasses 
filled with ice cubes: Add a 
thin slice of lemon, or a lemon 
wedge for decoration, and for 
those who don’t have to watch 
their waistline let them add 
sugar to taste. —Tea Council 
of Canada.

Knitters Ltd.’s vice-president 
says that Lindsay is an excel- 
lent community for an in- 
dustry: In an interview with 
The Lindsay Daily Post, Theo 
Quellette stated that since his 
company opened up its Lindsay 
plant in 1932, the town has 
treated it well. “We have had 
very good relations with town 
officials, the people as a whole, 
and our employees,” he said. 


Explaining the reasons for 
the plant’s closing down, Mr. 
Ouellette said: “We were 
quite. busy up until about four 
years ago.” One of the main 
reasons for closing out is that 
so many new fabrics and 
materials are now being used 
that the main knitting plant in 
Quebec can buy various yarns 
cheaper than the cost of 
maintaining the Lindsay plant 
- - which would have to change 
over every time a new yarn 
was required. “There is not 
enough volume used in any 
one yarn,” said Mr, Ouellette.

RECTAL ITCH: 
COMMON COMPLAINT 

A few weeks ago I wrote 
some columns on cancer, heart 
disease - - and one on rectal 
itching, in which I reported a 
letter from a sufferer in 
Canada who was being driven 
to frustration and unhappiness 
by an itch he couldn’t control 
with any treatment: 

In the ensuing weeks I have 
had more letters from readers 
trying to help that unfortunate 
man, than I have had on heart 
disease and cancer. It only 
proves that the “little things” 
can often be as disturbing (if 
not so serious) as the “big” 
diseases. 

Each letter writer was sure 
that his remedy was the best. 
But let me reprint the letter J 
think makes the most sense. I 
think this simple treatment 
will help many sufferers with 
interminable rectal itch: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: For 
over 30 years I have been the 
victim of terrible rectal itch- 
ing. I have gone to several 
medical doctors and skin spe- 
cialists. Even to a surgeon, 
who tried but couldn’t help. 
I have used dozens of oint- 
ments and salves which helped 
for a while, but the itch 
always came back. 

A few months ago I had a 
hunch that washing after 
every bowel movement would 
help. I quit all ointments and 
followed this hunch. Thank 
God, I no longer have any 
trouble. Nevertheless, I keep 
up the washing with clear, 
cold water and a clean cloth. 

I read your columns in the 
Indianpolis Star and recently a 
gentleman wrote you about a 
similar complaint. In your 
answer you recommended 
cleanliness as being the most 
important part of treatment. 
Please keep on urging clean- 
liness after each movement. I 
just know it will help many 
sufferers. I want everyone to 
Overcome this agonizing ail- 
ment. I want them to get the 
benefit of this easy and cheap 
treatment. - - Mrs. B., Indiana- 
YOUNG SON HAS GAS 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: “I’m 
writing in regard to my son

who has severe attacks of gas 
and nauseau after he eats, 
There seems to be a painful 
pocket of gas underneath his 
right ribs. This has been 
so practically every day for 
the past few weeks. Our doc- 
tor advises an X-ray of the gall 
bladder. Isn’t that wasted ex- 
pense? Young boys don’t have 
gall bladder trouble: Sincerely, 
Mrs. U., Miami, Fla. 

COMMENT: You are making 
a commen mistake - - and 
sometimes one made in the 
profession itself - - that “this 
patient is too young to have 
this” or “that paient is too old 
to have that.” 


Alhough it is relatively rare, 
gall stone trouble CAN occur 
in young children, Just as it 
isn’t impossible to get the 
measles or some other child- 
hood infection when you are a 
grandfather or grandmother, 

Better have that X-ray just 
to make sure, There's some- 
thing making your doctor sus- 
picious: it’s important to find 
out whether the clues are true 
or false. 


ELECTROCRDIOGRAM 
NECESSARY? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My} 
mother, who is 78, has swel- 
ling in her ankles and legs. 
Our family doctor - ealls it 
edema and prescribed some 
pills. He said they would be 
slow acting and not take down 
the swelling quickly. He says 
her heart and blood pressure 
are all right- 

My question is this: In 
checking her heart, the doctor 
only used the stethoscope. We 
all have the greatest respect 
for our doctor, but he is about 
80. Although he is alert and 
extremely active with a full 
practice, we can’t help ques- 
tioning his judegment. Please 
advise. - - Mrs. W. 

COMMENT: Many an old- 
ster is wiser than a youngster 
in practice; and yice versa. 
Therefore I can’t pass on your 
doctor’s ability because of his 
age alone. But I believe the 
general feeling in the profes- 
sion is that a heart check-up 
isn’t complete without an 
electrocardiogram.

Thousands of marchers 
joined in one of the biggest 
parades that Lindsay has seen 
in years.

EDITORIAL .... 


NEW IDEAS IN EDUCATION 

For well over a year now, the Victoria County High 
School Area Board has consistently turned down propos- 
als to start a student driver training course. There is 
much to be said both for, and against the board's policy in 
this matter to date. 

First of all, a driving course in high schools is only 
one of many new subjects for which there is strong pres- 
sure to have taught in schools, both public and secondary. 
We feel many of these ideas are in themselves, well worth- 
while. Student driver training, for instance, is felt to be 
necessary in view of the modern highway traffic problem. 

The idea is good, in that nearly every student will 
eventually become a driver, and if he, or she, must drive, 
then they may as well learn properly, from a qualified in- 
structor, and at a young age. It would appear that such 
a course, as a subject for high school students would be 
very practical. 

However, there are things to consider in favour of 
the high school board’s policy. It is becoming obvious to 
more and more people, and particularly teachers them- 
selves who see the problem first hand, that schools - in 
Ontario are being asked to teach less and less about 
more and more. While not even professional teachers are 
arguing about the merits of such courses as driver train- 
ing — as one expressed it “Let some other system besides 
schools be responsible. It’s all we can do to properly 
teach the present subjects.” 

It must be realized that the teaching day has not been 
lengthened to any extent, and in many places has been 
shortened. Also, there is a growing awareness that per- 
haps, recent high’ school graduates are not up to snuff on 
their three “r’s”. Could this be from over-crowding 
school course? Let us hopethat those in charge of our 
educational system will give careful study to all worth- 
while new ideas, but will also realize where to draw the 
line.

DO ULCER OPERATIONS 
HELP? 

“Do ulcer operations help?” 
How often patients ask this 
question — and most likely 
receive an evasive answer sim- 
ilar to the one I am going to 
give now. It’s the old st ‘y 
again: “what works for one 
may fail for the other.” A 
doctor can’t say to a patient: 
“T guarantee that yon will be 
100 per cent cured after the 
;operation.” Whenever a doc- 
tor talks like that I immed- 
iately suspect his motives. 

If you have an ulcer it is im- 
portant that you do not ‘ush 
into operation unless you 
have tried medical treatr-en? 
fora few months or years. 
(Unless, of course, there is an 
emergency like hemorrhage 
or perforation of the ulcer). 
Success in treatment depends 
not only upon the type uf ul 
cer, but on the patient him- 
self. If you don’t cooperate 
fully, chances are you will 
have to come to operation. 

But suppose you have been 
a good patient and still suffer 
{ulcer pain and other discom- 
forts? Should you be pessim- 
istic about what an opera lon 
can do for you? Not necess- 
arily. Although every oper- 
ation doesn’t promise to bring 
complete relief, you should 
hope for the best. After all, 
if medical treatment hasn’t 
helped, you must rely on sur- 
gery. 

Here is a letter which indi- 
cates how successful surgery 
can be: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: 
several years I suffered with 
duodenal ulcer. I was under 
strict doctor's care for approx- 
imately three years. However, 
I still landed in the hospital 
every year around the Christ- 
mas holidays for ten days of 
rest and treatment. 

Finally, the doctor advised 
surgery. He claimed it was a 
posterior. ulcer, and there was 
a danger of it perforating into 
the pancreas. I underwent 
Surgery a year-and-a-half-ago.

AUTOMATION 

Automation is a much abused word. In lay circles | 
it is commonly used loosely as a synonym for technologi- 
cal advance, the substitution of machines for people. To 
the initiated it is a new concept of the whole process of 
production, which includes not only the actual automatic 
self-regulating operation, but also its preparatory re- 
search and development. It is a combination of the | 
skills of all the physical sciences with those of manage- 
ment and economics, The essential difference between 
technological advance and true automation is that the 
former is normally applicable to a specific process or 
industry, whereas automation is a principle, which is at 
least theoretically applicable to a wide range of both me- 
chanical and clerical applications in a great many indus- 
tries. There are three basic types of automation: integra- 
tion, self-regulation or feed-back, and computer techno- 
logy. 

The economic advantages of automation are hardly 
open to question. Its social effects are less easy to assess, 
partly because they can only be viewed properly in histor- 
ical perspective, and we are still too close to the event in 
many cases, The overriding consideration is reduction of 
costs through mass production and higher productivity. 
This increase in productivity applies not only to labour 
but to capital equipment. By making uninterrupted auto- 
matic production possible, capital equipment can be oper- 
ated continuously rather than on the one shift basis com- 
mon to much of industry. 

The impact of automation on employment undoubtedly 
holds the widest interest and has been it most thoroughly 
explored’ aspect. The character of its impact depends 
largely on two factors: the speed with which it is intro- 
duced, and the prevailing degree of buoyancy in the econ- 
omy. An expansion in automation at a time when work 
opportunities are already scarce naturally gives rise to 
widespread fears of the eventual displacement by 
machines of all but a small fraction of the labour force. 
Past experience has shown that as long as extensive 
technological improvements are introduced during a |

period of continuing growth and at a rate slow enough to 
allow the necessary occupation shifts and re-training to 
be carried out, the general level of employment is not 
unfavourably affected. Indeed, over the long term it is 
improved. When these conditions are not present the re- 
verse may, temporarily, be true, and it is for this reason 
that the degree of concern regarding the effects of auto- 
mation is apt to vary widely, depending on its timing, the 
particular industry and its location, the length of time 
required to make adjustments, and the age or adaptability 
of those workers who would be displaced. The views of 
the individual workers who would be displaced.

PARTIAL SUCCESS 
The US fired a Ranger Satellite toward a deep space 
probe from Cape Canaveral this morning but the satellite 
swung into an earth orbit instead. Space scientists call 
the shot a partial success even though it failed to follow 
its planned course past the moon. 


STUDIES MOVES 
Washington is studying carefully the latest Hast 


German moves to seal off the border between Hast and 
West Berlin. The Reds have all but put East Berlin out 
of bounds to West Germans with a new pass requirement 
Jaw and have limited points of entry into the Soviet zone 
from 12 to seven. Washington says the matter is extreme- 
ly serious and new protests to Moscow appear likely. 
The western commanders in Berlin released a statement 
today calling the Berlin Border restrictions “illegal, 
prutal and callous.” The U-S, British and French com- 
manders said they are taking what they called “the neces- 
sary actions to insure the security and integrity of the 
sector border.” A western spokesman said as a first 
measure the British had sent a company of troops to the 
Brandenburg Gate area and the U-S sent troops to the 
area beyond Tempelhof.

Rusk made 
the statement yesterday m referring to what the western 
position on Berlin might be if talks are held between the 
West and Moscow on German problems. Krushchey re- 
cently was quoted as saying the Russians will walk out of 
an East-West conference if the question of reunification is 


raised.

RAIN EASES SITUATION 

Rain today accomplished what man and machines 
failed to do — ease the Newfoundland forest fire rampage 
that has threatened towns with evacuation and forced 
temporary closure of Gander Airport. Full operations 
resumed this morning at the airport, a jetage whistle 
stop on the North Atlantic Airline routes. All traffic at 
the airport was halted yesterday when a forest fire 
moved to the edge of the two-mile runway and smoke cut 
visability to almost zero. Partial service was restored last 
night when slackening wind improved visibility. Provin- 
cial government officials said rain in the Gander and 
Bonavista areas had at least temporarily lifted the threat 
that residents would be forced to leave their homes.

Quebec provincial police are investigating a five- 
thousand dollar ransom bid in the case of missing 16-year 
old Denise Therrien of Shawinigan South. The girl's 
father left the money as instructed during the weekend 
but his daughter was not returned and the money was 
not picked up.

KICKING MUM AROUND 

Ducks and geese, it seems, are particularly prone to 
assume that the first relatively large object they see when 
they open their eyes on life is their parent. “Most often, 
of course, it is the mother bird; but not always. In a 
recent BBC broadcast Eric Roberts gave an example of 


how this curious characteristic of bird behaviour, known as | 


mprinting’, led astray a family of ducks at Nevada Univ- 
ersity. “The first object they happened to see as they 
burst from their shells was a red football, and instinctively 
they assumed that this plump, colourful, rather attractive 
old thing was Mum. Even when Mum suffers the indignity 
of being booted upfield, the young ducklings all go 
quacking affectionately after her.” 


SWEEPPING CHANGES 

Sweeping changes in methods of handling news- 
papers and magazines are under study in an important 
experiment being carried out by the Post Office Depart- 
ment in co-coperation with major Canadian publishers, it 
was announced today by Postmaster General William 
Hamilton. 


The experiment, at present confined to major publish- 


ers in Montreal and Toronto, is expected to result in sav- 
ings in handling costs estimated at up to a million dollars a 
year. It is also expected to produce improvements in 
the speed of handling newspapers by mail. Canadian 
publishers; Mr. Hamilton said, were enthusiastic about 
the test and were offering their fullest co-operation. 

In the experimental operation, newspapers will no 
longer be weighed and rated at the post office before be- 
ing sorted for onward transmission. Instead, postage 
rates will be calculated from the publishers records which 
will be audited by the Post Office Financial Branch. 

Cutting out the weighing operation will save hund- 
reds of thousands of man-hours at major post office term- 
inals, Mr. Hamilton said, and will permit newpaper 
publishers to meet mail despatch deadlines which were for- 
merly impossible. In addition, he noted, the post office 
will have a more accurate record of newspaper mailings 
and postal revenues will be more closely protected. 

Mr. Hamilton said that the experiment could eventu- 
ally be extended to all holders of second-class mailing 
privileges in Canada. 


NO HIDING PLACE 
A Swedish submarine, peacefully moored at a dock- 
side recently, was struck by a runaway motor car. Appar- 
ently there is no refuge left on earth from the automo- 
bile. It cuts down its victims on the roadway and the 
sidewalk. it follows them into ditches and inside buildings, 
and now it is pursuing them to sea. 

The only place of safety left seems to be outer space, 
but even this is not too sure. When the first astronaut 
reaches the moon and steps out of his capsule, he will 
probably be hit by a truck, or at least a scooter, that some- 
how got there first. 

THAT ANCIENT FOWL 

It is hard to imagine what man would do without that 
commonest of all birds - the domestic fowl, or chicken. 
It is kept in every part of the globe, except in extremely 
cold climates, and there are some thirty million in 
Britain alone - rather less or more according to the sea- 
son. 

In a recent broadcast in BBC ‘Birds in Britain’ pro- 
gramme heard regularly by home listeners, ornitholo- 
gists James Fisher and Derek Goodwin discussed the his- 
tory of this important species which has been domesticat- 
ed since ancient times. Julius Caesar, for instance, re- 


corded that he found it in Britain when he invaded it, al- . 


though the Ancient Britons kept their domestic fowls for 
pleasure and did not think it right to eat them. This may 
have been because they kept them for the sport of cock- 


fighting, which was highly popular over large areas of — 


the world for long periods, or because of some taboo 
connected with the fact that they were used for religious 
sacrifice. They were mentioned, too, by the Greek writers 
Theognis and Aristophanes, writing between 400 and 500 
years before the Christian era, They were brought into 
Greece from Persia, and presumably came to Persia from 
farther east. They probably were brought to China from 
Northern India or the India-Malay area about 1400 B.C.

Pe _2 who do not in- 
vestigate fire protection when 
they have a place as inflam- 
able as a chick hatchery is, 
would not likely be willing to 
pay a couple of hundred dol- 
lars for the use of the equip- 
ment and men and the taxpay- 
ers of the village would have} 
to pay again.

Watch Out For Slugs 

Summertime living is easy 
- - - especially for garden 
slugs that thrive in wet wea- 
ther. 

Provincial Entomologist H. 
W. Goble considers the garden 
slug the worst single enemy of 
the home garden. 

You won't offen see the 
slug, but it's not hard to see 
the damage it does. Large, 
ragged holes appear overnight 
on petunias, zinnias, tomatoes, 
strawberries and many other 
plants. In the daytime you 
won't be able to see these 
slimy creatures, but inspect 
garden plants at night with a 
flashlight and you can spot 
them easily. 

Slugs look like snails with- 
out shells, and they leave a 
silvery trail behind them. In 
the daytime they hide under 
stones, dead leaves, and other 
debris. 

Professor Goble suggests 
these methods for control. 
Use a commercial slug bait. 
It may be scattered on the 
ground among the plants or 
placed in small piles a few 
feet apart. The manufactur- 
er will give detailed instruc- 
tions on the label. Metaldehyde 
dusts, although not readily 
available in Ontario, are also 
satisfactory when dusted on 
the plants to be protected. 
While metaldehyde is not as 
poisonous as some other che- 
micals, it should be handled 
carefully. Some slug baits 
also contain arsenic, so use 
all of them with care. 


Dust around the plants 
with a fine layer of hydrated 
lime. Slugs can’t crawl 


through this fine dust, so the 
plants are protected. Once 
lime is wetted, it is no longer 
any use and you must re-apply 
for continued control. 

For most effective control 
apply either of these control 
measures in the evening, just 
at dusk, when the slugs begin 
to feed. 

Good garden housekeeping 
is important too. Get rid of 
slug hiding places - - sticks, 
stones, and rubbish in the 
garden. If you find masses 
of yellowish - transluscent 
eggs in one of these hiding 
places, be sure to burn them. 
Then dust the area with hy- 
drated lime. 


HOW CAN I? ? ? 
Q@. How can | determine 
whether or not my house has 
been invaded by termites? 
A. Look for tiny vertical 
tubes of earth running from 
the ground to the wooden part 
of your house - - the termites 
use these as tunnels. Look for 
small, silver - colored wings 
on your basement floors or 
the floor of any part of your 
house, and take these to an 
exterminator to find whether 
they are the wings of termites 
or of ants, Stick an ice pick 
or other sharp tool into posts, 
girders, or other suspected 
areas, and if it penetrates 
easily, then you're probably in 
trouble. 
Q. How can | keep leather 
chairs and other leather goods 
clean and shiny? 
A. By rubbing them down 
frequently with egg whites 
which have been beaten to a 
stiff consistency. 
Q. How can | remove some 
pencil marks from my wall- 
paper? 
A. These marks are often 
easily removed by rubbing 
over them with a piece of dry 
bread crust.

Ontario Montmorency cher- 

ries are at their best this 
month. These tart, bright red 
cherries are excellent for 
canning, freezing and jams; 
they're good in pies, tarts, 
cobblers and crips, too. 

You can buy a twenty-pound 
pail of Montmorency cherries, 
pitted and ready to use. They 
are packed with a 10% sugar 
syrup - - 2 pounds of sugar to 
20 pounds of cherries. The 
fresh cherries, after they are 
pitted and sugared, are kept 
chilled until used. 

Now the question is what to 
do with 20 pounds of cherries 
all at once. 

Food specialists at Mac- 
donald Institute suggest, as a 
time-saver, freezing cherries 
in “pie-packs’. Measure the 
correct amount of cherries 
needed for your favourite 
cherry pie filling, and mix 
them with the sugar called for 
in the same recipe. Let stand 
just until the sugar begins to 
dissolve. Pack in quart-size 
polyethylene bags and close 
tightly. Get as much of the air 
as you can before you close 
the bag. Then freeze immedi- 
ately. 

Label the package with the 
amount of sugar and, the 
number of cups of cherries. 
The rest of the ingredients 
needed to complete the pie 
filling may also be listed. Be 
sure to state on the label 
whether the filling is intended 


for an 8-inch or a 9-inch pie. 
These “pie-packs” will save a 
lot of work later in the year. 
HOUSEHOLD SCRAPBOOK 
Loose Wallpaper 

If some of your wallpaper 
comes away from the wall, mix 
a thin paste of flour and water 
which can be picked up in a 
medicine dropper. If the 
bulge is at a seam, gently lift 
edge of paper with a paring 
knife and squirt paste under- 
neath. If the bulge is in the 
middle of a sheet of paper, 
puncture the paper at the top 
of the bulge so that the tip 
of the medicine dropper can 
be inserted. Rub the area 
gently with a damp sponge or 
cloth to smooth the paper and 
remove excess paste. 


Musty Containers 

Should the jars or bottles 
you wish to use for preserving 
have a musty odor, fill them 
with cold water in which soda 
has been dissolved. This will 
soon freshen them. Wash in 
hot water and suds, rinse well, 
and they are ready for use. 

Tarnished Silverware 

Lay the tarnished silver in 
a pan of sour milk, allow to 
remain for at least a half-day, 
then wash in suds. The tar- 
nish should vanish. 


HOW CAN 1? 

Q. How can | increase the 
efficiency of my portable out- 
doors grill? 

A. If you'll line the fire pan 
of the portable charcoal grill 
with aluminum foil, it will re- 
flect most of the heat produc- 
ed by the coals to the cooking 
grid. Also, the foil tends to 
provide more uniform distri- 
bution of heat for faster and 
better cooking of hamburgers, 
steaks, and other foods. The 
heat rays that are normally 
absorbed by the bottom and 
sides of the fire pan are re- 
flected back at all angles, thus 
reaching the edges as well as 
the center of the cooking grid. 

Q. How can | improvise a 
light starch for very delicate 
materials? 

A. By using the water in 
which rice has been boiled, and 
adding a little bluing to it. 

Q. How can | remove ink 
stains from washable cloth- 
ing? 

A. Soak the stained sections

Insects flock to this “hot spot” 
and form a pocket of intesta- 
tion. You can find these spots, 
if any, by pushing a metal pipe 
or rod down through the grain.

Timely Tips 
for farmers 


Keep your cattle away from 
junk piles where you've 
thrown old paint cans and 
car batteries, advises Dr. 
Howard Neely, extension vet- 
erinarian at OVC. Even a 
small amount of lead can be 
fata] to cattle. Some orchard 
and vegetable sprays contain 
lead, too. Another precaution: 
Don’t use leaded paints around 
the barn, on fences, or in pens.

Sanitation is still the best 
way to control flies. In warm 
weather the fly egg can be- 
come an adult fly in 10 days 
or less, says Dr. W. KE. Hem- 
ing, Head of the OAC Ento- 
mology Dept. There can be 
up to 400 fly maggots in 1 
pound of manure. He advises 
removing the manure from 
the barn at least every other 
day. Take it to the field once 
a week. If you must store 
manure before spreading if, 
have only one pile and keep 
the sides as steep as possible.

IN THE DOCTOR’S OFFICE 
Patient X: Do you believe 
in the use of blood-thinners in 
all patients who have had a 
coronary thrombosis? 

Doctor Y: Not in all cases. 
When not to use anticoagu- 
lants (blood-thinners) should 
depend upon the doctor's 
judgment. For example, in a 
patient who has also had 
bleeding stomach ulcers, the 
good doctor would think twice 
about giving these drugs. They 
might cause the ulcers to 
hemorrhage. 

Patient X: I’m speaking of 
the ordinary attack of throm- 
bosis. 

Doctor Y: No attack is 
ordinary. It all depends upon 
the patient and the various 
fests, as to whether such 


drop in blood pressure and 
few changes in the electro- 
cardiogram, and no heart ir- 
regularity, he might get well 
without such blood-thinners as 
dicumarol or heparin.

Dear Dr. teincrohn: Is there 
any treatment for Bell’s Palsy 
except waiting and hoping that 
the paralysis of the face will 
clear up? I should think there 
is more to it than “conserva- 
tive” treatment. - - Mr. T., 
Pennsylvania. 

Comment: Some doctors 
prescribe heat, massage, and 
electrical treatments to keep 
the involved facial muscles 
“alive”. Others say it is a 
self-limited condition that will 
improve by itself after a few 
weeks. 

As for me, I believe that 
more should be done than 
just stand by and hope. Many 
doctors feel the same. For 
example, here are some re- 
commendations by Dr. David 
D. Cohen in a recent article 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. He looks 
upon Bell’s Palsy as a medical 
emergency, and believes in 
intensifying treatment during 
the first 48 hours. “He recom- 
mends “blocking the stellate 
ganglion” and administering 
nicotinic acid by hypodermic 
to help the circulation, and 
corticosteroids to reduce swel- 
ling. He cites 39 patients 
treated within two days after 
the onset of facial paralysis 
who recovered completely 
within two weeks. Exception- 
ally good results!

“Then, in a little circle of 
sunlight hewn out of the 
forest, arose a new home. The 
sills and walls were pine logs, 
peeled and notched. For the 
roof hollow basswood trunks 
were cut the proper length 
and split in two so as to form 
troughs, which were then laid 
down from eaves to ridgepole 
in two rows, the lower row 
pack side down, and the upper 
row with their edges fitted 
into the hollows of the lower. 
This was a rough covering, 
put shed water very well.

EDITORIAL.... 


NOT MANY ARE PLEASED 

WITH THE ONTARIO SALES TAX 

Not many people in this area are pleased about the 
prospect of having to pay the three percent Ontario Sales 
Tax on numerous items which have come to be regarded 
as the essentials of life. ... - 
less happy at the prospect of having to pay at the rate of 
FOUR percent on certain purchases. For example, the 
tax on a 50-cent purchase will be two cents - the equivalent 
of FOUR, not three percent sales tax. This is obviously 
unfair and serves to illustrate but one of the shortcomings 
of the upcoming tax. 

We feel public opposition to the new sales tax is so 
strong that every effort will he made to beat it legally and 
we are informed that there are ways in which this could 
be done on certain items. One of the great weaknesses of 
the tax is that it will further aggravate the cost of living, 
probably retard sales and subsequently lower production. 
Another strong argument against suuch a method of tax- 
ation is that it will further contribute to an already over- 
powering bureaucracy and ultimately the net return to 
the provincial treasury will be over-shadowed by the cost 
of collecting if. 

The question which is uppermost in the minds of 
those who have not yet fallen into the slough of apathy, 
brought about by a resistance weakened by governmental 
control, is “Why dont governments show a genuine desire 
to save money rather than spend it with an abandon 
which is concerning to the people who have to provide it 
- the taxpayers?” The question we would ask is: “Will 
public opinion be so aroused at this latest move to extract 
money from the people and cause business extra work - 
work that the government should really be doing since it 
gets the money - that it will register sufficient resistance 
as to force the repeal of the Ontario Sales Tax?

August 30, 1911 
Those citizens who have not visited the construction 
work on the Georgian Bay and Seaboard Railway north of 
town, lately, would be surprised at the progress that has 
been made were they ot pay the camp a visit.

The old rails 
are being taken away and new and heavier rails are being 
laid instead. The concrete abutments for the new bridge 
over Colborne St., at the corner of Caroline St., are ready 
and men started work this morning putting the steel in 
position for the new bridge at this point. Three tracks 
will be laid on this bridge, the steel for which will probab- 
ly be laid in the course of ten days or two weeks. The 
bridge across the river has been position for some time, 
several men being now employed attending to the details 
of construction. Rapid progress is being made on the 
line at Victoria Harbor and all points between there and 
Lindsay. It is expected that trains will be moving on the 
new road by December. The CPR boats that ply on the 
Great Lakes will all unload at Victoria Harbor, where 
elevators have been erected.

THE SOURCE OF THE EVIL 

In the recent discussions about the cleanliness of 
Port Hope's streets and sidewalks, the most important as- 
pect of the problem has been overlooked — the source of 
most of the trash. 

The trash that is littered all over the sidewalks and gut- 
ters, that blows back and forth before it 1s finally disposed 
of, that defaces the beauty of the town, is thrown there in 
a vast majority of cases by the people. We venture to say 
that at least 90 per cent of the trash on our streets and 
sidewalks needn’t and shouldn't be there at all. 

Anyone standing on a Port Hope street corner can 
readily see how the trash gets on the streets. Wrappers 
are peeled off cigarettes, candy bars and ice cream bars 
and tossed away. Sticks from popsicles are shied into the 
gutter or simply dropped on the sidewalk. None of it 1s 
necessary — all of it is sloppy and careless. 

An excellent project for a service club would be to es- 
tablish a tidiness patrol to walk the downtown sidewalks 
for a few hours a week, politely reminding everyone who 
throws trash away that there are recepticles not far off, 
Combined with year-round “Keep the Town Clean” publi- 
city these patrols would make everybody conscious of 
tidiness, and would make strangers remember the town 
that really cared about it.

WHO PAYS? ’ 
It is with interest we learn of a trip to the Ontario 


Municipal Association Mayors and Reeves conference at 
Kingston planned by several members of Lindsay's coun- 
cil, We appreciated the fact that these conferences yield 
much valuable information for those who attend, and we 
give credit to those members of council who show enough 
interest to attend. However, there is a question of trans- 
portation. ra 

It is reported that several members of council will be 
motoring to Malton Airport and boarding a plane for 
Kingston. This means approximately 100 miles to drive, 
plus an over 200 mile flight, Is this being done on tax- 
payers’ money? i ‘ : 

The distance to drive to Kingston from Lindsay is 
only 150 miles. ' If council, in its wisdom, decided to fly to 
the convention, it could be done by charter flight from 
Gil-Mar Lodge, and save the expense of a trip to Toronto. 

We fully believe that those members of council who 
attend the conference will be able to make a worth- 
while report of the proceedings upon their return - but we 
hope that they will also be able to account for the round- 
about, and costly, method of transportation. 


“COMBATTING HIGHWAY DEATHS” 

Looking back over this district's motor vehicle acci- 
dent record so far this summer, it appears to be greatly 
improved over last year’s, particularly fatal accidents. 

Provincial police in Victoria and Haliburton can rest 
assured that they have done their best, and haye been well 
rewarded. 

However, it must be remembered that accidents, or 
the prevention of accidents rests with the individual 
motorist, and a tip of the hat is due also in this direction. 
It proves that fatalities can be reduced. 

One thing which has been slightly alarming this sum- 
mer, is the large number of one-vehicle accidents. This 
should be one of the easiest type of accidents to avoid, 
yet it has been exceptionally frequent in the district as of 
late. We hope that drivers will pause to consider the 
many one-car accidents and pay more attention to “‘driv- 
ing according to conditions.”

NEEDLESS DISTURBANCE 

On Saturday night at the Canadian National Exhtbi- 
tion the gayety of the occasion was interrupted by the wail 
of an ambulance siren as the vehicle made its way through 
the crowd. It was perhaps natural that those who were 
at the exhibition and separated for the moment from 
other members of their family or group, should wonder if 
it were one of their party who was being carted off to 
hospital amid fanfare which drowned out the sounds of 
the fair. 

Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D., F.A.C.P., syndicated medi- 
cal columnist for this paper makes some observations on 
the subject of ambulances and their operation in an up- 
coming column entitled “Ambulance Speed” which am- 
bulance operators and drivers might do well to read and 
digest. He writes in part: 

“A friend said to me the other day’ “I hate to hear the 
wail of an ambulance siren. It gives me the creeps.” 

“J think that is a natural reaction. When you hear or 
see an ambulance speeding through traffic, your imagin- 
ation begins to work overtime, You think, “That might 
be me in there, or one of my family.” 

“But what’s even worse is to be in an ambulance in 
which the driver has a heavy accelerator foot. One who 
drives as if he were behind the wheel of aracing car at 
Sebring or Indianapolis. 


“A number of years ago I was in an ambulance tak- 
ing a patient to the hospital. I told the driver that there 
was no emergency. Nevertheless, he sped through red 
lights at more than 60 miles an hour. At one intersection 
he swerved in time to save our lives and those of innocent 
people in another car who had the right of way. I’ve been 
allergic to unnecessary ambulance speed since then. 

“T know that most drivers are now highly trained and 
respect the rules of the road. But there are still too many 
who have no regard for caution. 

“| was interested, therefore, in a piece in the Journal 
of the American Medical Association which quoted some 
reports by Dr. S. B. Lehman and K. H. Hollingsworth on 
ambulance service in Seattle. 

“The article quotes studies which have established 
that speed of delivery of the patient to the hospital rarely 
has important implications for recovery. Some authori- 
ties advocate adherance to normal traffic regulations. 

“One study found that emergency ambulances in 
New York City, by operating without sirens and obeying 
all traffic regulations, reduced accidents involving these 
vehicles 52 percent during a three-month period in 1953- 
54. 


“The authors advise special training for ambulance 
drivers as a hedge against accident. 

“The good ambulance driver’s real job is to get his 
patient to the hospital safely —- within reasonable time 
(unless the emergency is acute) -- and not endanger the 
lives of his passengers and others on the highway while 
the sirens wail and tires screech.”

A PRODUCT OF AFRICAN FORESTS 
An example of the practical value of the consultant 
research on timber of every description from every part 
of the world carried by by Britain’s Forest Products Re- 
search Laboratory was given in a recent broadcast in the 
CBC's regular service for Hast Africa. Britain imports 
rather more than 90 per cent of the timber she uses, and 
Africa is one of her largest suppliers, so the benefit of the 
Laboratory's work which includes technical training and 
the supply of information as well as research, it two-way: 
Dr. Farmer, who is in charge of the chemistry section, 
explained that at one time American cedar was the lim- 
ber most generally used for the manufacture of pencils; 
but as supplies became more difficult to obtain, an alterna- 
tive was sought and the possibility of using African pen- 
cil cedar was considered, But before this timber could 
be accepted for the trade, two deficiencies had to be over- 
come, first, a great tendency to warp and secondly its 
greater hardness—an important aspect from the point of 
view of ease in sharpening pencils. The warping diffi- 
culty was dealt with by improvements in the grading and 
sawing of the wood and by paying greater attention to the 
drying. The laboratory then carried out a series of exper- 
iments to find methods of softening the wood, After a 
number of trials, the desired result was achieved, and a 
process based on this method has been adopted by the 
pencil manufacturers. “In this way’ said Dr. Farmer, 
“the difficulties inherent in introducing a new material 
to the pencil trade have been successfully overcome.” 
This was not quite the end of the story. There is a 
high proportion of waste material in the manufacture of 
pencils, heeause only wood completely free from defects 
is suitable, The laboratory examined possible methods of 
using the waste, and one now in operation is to extract

WALKER MARKETING REVEALS DEVELOPMENT OF 
MOTOR VEHICLE AIR POLLUTION CONTROL DEVICE 

A motor vehicle smoke control device to cut down air 
pollution will soon be available, according to L. C. Acker- 
man, vice-president and general manager of Walker Mark- 
ing of Canada Limited, Galt, Ontario. q 

Mr. Ackerman revealed that the Walker Company in 
the U.S. and American Cyanamid Company are submitting 
a jointly-developed smog control device to the California 
Motor Vehicle Pollution Control Board. The device is an 
economically priced catalyst-muffler combination that will 
reduce smog forming hydro-carbon as well as carbon mon- 
oxide in exhaust gases. 

Both companies had been working independently on 
the project for seyeral years. Walker also had been 
working with automobile manufacturerers, whom it sup- 
plies with exhaust systems. : 

According to Mr. Ackerman, the programme was un- 
dertaken jointly in 1960 to accelerate development of a 
device that can be installed easily on motor vehicles al- 
ready in use, as well as for factory installation on new 
models. On this continent, the air pollution or smog prob- 
lem is especially acute in the Los Angeles area and Walker 
and Cyanamid maintained close liasion with California au- 
thorities during the development program. Results of 
tests indicate the performance of the proposed motor 
vehicle device is well within the specifications set up by 
the State of California for control of air pollution. 

TRYING FOR A DRIVERS LICENCE? 

According to the Ontario Department of Transport 
in Toronto, there are certain specific rules to follow when 
you are trying to obtain a driver's licence. 

Before you may take driving instruction in any vehicle 
on the road, you must obtain a Temporary Instruction Per- 
mit from your nearest Licence Issuing office. This Tem- 
porary Permit allows you to drive when a licenced driver 
is in the front seat with you. No licenced driver is re- 
quired to be with you when learning to drive a motorcycle. 

Obtain a copy of the Department’s “Drivers’ Hand- 
book” and thorougly study its contents. You should 
be able to answer easily all the questions in this booklet 
after studying the handbook. 

When you feel you are qualified to drive a motor 
vehicle safely and confidently, apply for your driver's 
test at the nearest examination centre.

BE SURE you are properly prepared before you ap- 
ply for your test. REMEMBER you must pass all 4 parts 
of the examination before you will be granted a driver's 
licence.

‘ dugout to the Albert Scnweitzer Hospital in Lambarene, 
Gabon, Africa; Before deciding to seek medical help they 
usually have overcome many superstitions and their trip 
often involves physical obstacles of some magnitude. 
Upon arrival, health complaints are investigated and in 
most instances hospitalization is the result. According to 
a report in the New England Journal of Medicine describ- 
ing he world renowned hospital, some 4500 new patients 
are seen every year, including some 130 to 350 surgical or 
obstetrical cases, 

Bach new patient is given a thorough physical exam- 
ination. The simpler procedures are performed by native 
personnel, while the more complicated ones are handled 
by a full time staff of five physicians. 

Because of the wide prevalence of anemia, malnutri- 
tion, gonorrhea, malaria, worms and tropical diseases, 
surgery is not undertaken quickly. A patient with 4 
simple inguinal hernia may require two weeks of exten- 
sive treatment for his other ailments. Since a blood bank 
does not exist, the family of the patient may be called 
upon to supply blood if it is needed. Often it is difficult to 
overcome the natives’ fear about giving blood. 

The surgeon of Central Africa must deal with the 
same basic complaints that confront his colleagues 
throughout the world. But in addition, he must cope with 
the possibly harmful drugs prescribed by native practi- 
tioners and members of the patient's family. A stomach 
wash is frequently the first diagnostic procedure. 

The patient is kept witnout food and drink after 6 p.m. 
on the day before surgery and preoperatively he receives 
morphine or dilaudid and scopolamine or atropine. The 
anesthesia for surgery may be either administered locally 
or by either inhalation, depending upon the operative 


Topping Boosts Quality Of 
Cigarette Burley Tobacco 
The variety Burley No. 1 
which is well known for its 
ability to produce a large 
proportion of bright, thin, 
mild smoking cutter leaves, 
suitable for cigarettes must be 
topped very high to develop 
these characteristics.

The hospital's surgical records of cases seen at Lam- 
barene show a comparative lack of many common West- 
ern diseases. Appendicitis, peptic ulcer, gastro-intestin- 
al cancer, breast cancer and peripheral arterial insuffi- 
ciency are rare, But cancer of the ovary and uterus, bone 
sarcoma and maligant conditions of the skin are not un- 
usual. 

The postoperative ward is a 25-bed dwelling where 
antiseptic conditions are non-existent. The families 
move in with the patient and cook outside the doors, while 
cats, dogs, mosquitoes and flies enter freely. Yet the pa- 
tients are carefully watched by the European nurses and 
the family. Quite frequently the families become impa- 
tient with the postsurgical care and administer herbs se- 
cured from the village witch doctor. But steps are taken 
to prevent this as a native orderly, familiar with the tribal 
customs, sleeps in the ward and often proyides valuable 
information to the staff physicians. 

After recovery from his operation, the patient is kept — 
for a longer time than is usual in this country since if he re- 
turned to his village, adequate nutrition might be a prob- 
lem and a check on postoperative complications would be 
impossible. Some families develop such a liking for the 
hospital, especially the daily ration of rice and bananas, 
that non-specific complaints may develop in another mem- 
ber. To complicate the’situation, it is usually found upon 
examination that this person does have some treatable ail- 

» ment. . 

Dr, Albert Schweitzer, now 86 years of age, continues 
as the active head of his famous hospital with little, if any 
change of pace. He is busy from early morning until 
midnight with correspondence, his beloved music and hos- 
pital administrative matters. The afternoons are given 
to consultations in the outpatient department. Dr. 
Schweitzer anticipates expansion of the hospital facilities 
that more difficult procedures such as heart and lung 
surgery can be performed. Though these steps may sound 
ambitious for a tiny jungle hospital, they are hardly im- 
possible for the man who in 1913 arrived at an unknown 
jungle clearing and performed surgery in a conyerted 
chicken coop. : 

THE COST OF SOCIAL SERVICES 

Not only business men, and the publicists thereof, 
are worried about today’s high cost of government; more 
particularly the incidence of social services on govern- 
ment expenditures. . There are those among our legisla- 
tors and government leaders who are very much concern- 
ed over the situation. 

Premier Manning of Alberta, in a recent address mdi- 
cated his belief that the only way in which the cost of 
government can be effectively controlled is to find some 
means of convincing the public that there is no such thing 
as a free service provided by the state. “We so often for- 
get,” he said, “that when we demand more services and 
higher standard of services the cost of all those things goes 
into the prices of the goods that we buy, and unfortun- 
ately the public at large is unaware of how biga part of 
prices the cost of these services represents.” 

Pursuing the theme, the Alberta Premier went on to 
say: “A popular fallacy of our day is that, if you can get a 
government to pay the bill for your hospitalization; or 
your medical care; or any of a hundred other services that 
we used to provide for ourselves as individuals; it’s free to 
you as the citizens of the country. 

“Believe me, every one of them is like the middle 
man. He’s got his overhead too, so by the time the last 
one pays for the service, you not only have the carry!ng 
charges of about three levels of government added on top 
of the price of the service itself.” 

This is the sort of language which the average tax- 
payer, who is also a consumer, should understand without 
any difficulty; provided, of course that he takes the 
trouble to read it or listen to it. It is, however, unfortun- 
ate that legislators are not so frank as Premier Manning 
regarding the dangers of excessive social services. There 
are votes in promises of social services; and the mass of 
the public has been conditioned to the idea that they are 
indeed benefits; that they are free. 

It isn’t free to you! In fact it’s a matter of simple 
arithmetic that every time you remove the payment of a 
social service from the individual who gets the service to 
a government, you usually start off by shifting it on to a 
municipal government. They in turn, shift all of it they 
can on to a provincial government, and we in turn toss as 
much of it as we can to Ottawa; and finally you get at least 
three levels of government mixed up in it.

The society 
plans to convert the building 
into a museum. The option 
is for $8,000, while $2,000 is 
planned for restorations. 

The house, located beside 
the river, just above the falls, 


‘}was built by Captain James 


Wallis in the early 19th cen- 
tury. Wallis settled on the 


Raise funds to preserve 
first Fenelon Falls house 
as historical site & museum 


from Maryboro, Cork, Ireland. 
He commanded the local mil- 
itia during the 1837 rebellion, 
and in 1841, he and Robert 
Jamieson built a grist mill, 
using the falls for power. 
Later on, the same falls were 
used as a source of power to 
operate a sawmill. 

In recent years, the house 
has been occupied by Tillie 
and Isabel Abbott, who have 
decided to sell it. The Fenelon 
Falls and District Histurical 
Society wanted to prevent the 
site from becoming a commer- 
cial tourist development. 

A canvas to raise the bal- 
ance of funds required is ex- 
pected to get under way in the

Facts for 


Cypress Spurge 
This weed is at times also 
called, “Graveyard Weed”, 
due to the fact that having 
been planted as a flower in 
cemeteries and left unattend- 
ed, it has spread to roadsides 
and adjoining fields. In parts 
of Ontario it is also called 
Braeside weed, and local his- 
tory states that it had been 
introduced by early settlers 
from Burope as a special 
garden plant. It spread to 
rough land when forest growth 
had been removed. Many 
present infestations came from 
the use of gravel and fill, taken 
from gravel-pits to roadsides 
and used as fill for new 
construction. 
Cypress Spurge belongs to 
the same family as Leafy 
Spurge, but it rarely grows 
more than 10 inches in height. 
The stems are in dense clus- 
ters with many — slender, 
greenish - blue leaves. The 
top is flat and has yellow 
flowers. It spreads from 
seed and numerous under- 
ground root - stalks, states the 
Field Crops Branch, Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. 
This weed blossoms very early 
in June and seed is distributed 
from then to November. Due 
to the fact that very little 
other vegetation will persist 
in the same location, Cypress 
Spurge will take over from its 
seed and extensive root sys- 
tem. 

Our first recommendation 
must be a warning that Cy- 
press Spurge should never be 
used as a border plant in 
gardens or otherwise. Repeat- 
ed close cutting to stop seed 
setting will help to control its 
spread. Small patches can be 
grubhed out and it is seldom

practiced. Repeated use of 
Brush-kill at from 16 to 82 
ounces per acre will help in 
the control, but it will re- 
appear if these infestations 
are not resprayed frequently. 
This plant is considered ob- 
jectionable to cattle and they 
rarely pasture spots that are 
infested. Soil sterilization has 
been tried, but the cost factor 
is prohibitive in many cases 
in lighter soils where it is 
usually found. Small patches 
must receive immediate at- 
tention, as this weed cannot 
be left to spread. 


GARDEN SHORTS 


Nearly everyone knows that 
spring is the best time to 
control crabgrass, but there 
are some things that you can 
do now, says Dr. C. M, Switzer, 
OAC botanist. Spray the last 
week in August or the first 
week in September with potas- 
sium cyanate or one of the 
menthyl arsenates. Rake up 
the lawn after you mow it to 
prevent seed spread. This will 
result in fewer crabgrass 
plants next spring. Remember: 
the best way to control this 
problem is treatment in April 
before the crabgrass emerges. 
Raspberry patches need 
cleaning out now, says Pro- 
fessor W. D. Evans, horticul- 
turist at the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College. Cut and burn 
spindly and diseased canes, or 
old canes that can harbour 
disease organisms,

Alaska has revived the idea 
of the circuit judge . . . that 
mobile dispenser of justice 
who rode the early American 
frontier on horseback, doling 


out fines and sentences to 
errant citizens in out-of-the- 
way towns. 


The idea of traveling magis- 
trate courts was revived by 
State Game Protection Officer 
William Burns, and he says 
“We've gotten a tremendous 
response.”

Burns says courts such as 
this not only save the state 
money and time, but also are 
more convenient and inexpen- 
sive for the defendants.

Bloat in a dairy herd can 
be reduced but it cannot be 
prevented. 

This is the conclusion reach- 
ed by Dr. J. M. McArthur and 


Dr. J. E. Miltimore, of the 
Canada Department of Agri- 
culture’s research station, 


Summerland, B. C€., following} 

extensive experiments with 

bloating preventive materials. 

The cheapest and most re- 

liable means of reducing 

bloat, they point out, is that of 
maintaining pastures at more 
than 50 per cent grass and 
grazing legumes when they 
are as mature as possible. 

Bloating was easily obtained 
from freshly cut legumes fed 
to cattle held in an exercise 
yard. Preventive materials 
were added to the feed or 
given as a drench. Best treat- 
ments were four ounces daily 
per head of emulsified tallow, 
mineral oil or peanut oil add- 
ed to the chopped legume. 

Another effective treatment 
was an oral dose of penicillin, 
but a combination of penicil- 
lin and mineral oil as a drench 
did not reduce blot more than 
did either used alone. 

The two animal scientists 
found that mineral oil was 
more effective than tallow 
when given as a drench. The 
effectiveness of tallow was 
increased by emulsification, 
but dosages of tallow higher 
than the four ounces daily did 
not prove any more effective 
than did the four ounce rate. 

Freshly cut alfalfa at the 
Jenth bloom stage caused less 
bloat than alfalfa cut at the 
pasture stage of development. 
And, the researchers Jearned, 
feeding freshly cut immature 
alfalfa carried no more assur- 
ance against blot than grazing 
it. 

Throughout their experi- 
ments, Drs. McArthur and 
Miltimore found that treated 
cattle had to be watched for 
bloat just as carefully as un- 
treated animals.
